PLANS TO LINK KUWAIT, LRAQ BY RALL ANNOUNCED 
Kuwait KUWAIT TIMES in English 1 May 81 p 1 


[Text] An agreement was reached here yesterday between Kuwait and Iraq on the 
establishment of a railway link between the two states, according to official 
sources, 


The new link will be the first phase in a giant and modern railway network which 
will extend all over the Gulf region, they said. 


Ministry of Foreign Affairs sources said yesterday that Ireqi delegation who 
arrived here earlier this week handed their Kuwaiti officiais the original 
feasibility study on the project. 


The two parties agreed that each will take responsibility for construction, 
financing and administration of the sector lying on its territory. 


The railway will have a “meeting-point" at Kuwaiti-Ireqi borders and both sides 
agreed on the construction of terminal stations within their territories. 


In the course of negotiations both Iraq and Kuwait affirmed determination to speed 
up the project. 


Cargo 


The project will be designed as a dual-track providing passenger trains to run at 
a opeed of 250 kms, official sources said, 


The system would be capable to lift a minimum annual cargo of five million tonnes 
to be doubled in future. 


A joint technical committee will shortly be formed to supervise designing and 
implementation of the project and agreement was reached that Iraq will draft 
the “call for consultants,” because of their experience in this field. The 
draft will later be presented to Kuwait for endorsement. 


A joint invitation will be made to international specialised consultants for 
offers after the two sides agree on a list of acceptable bidders.

MAJOR BBK SYNDICATED LOAN--The Bank of Bahrain and Kuwait has announced its first 
lead-management mandate for a major US dollar syndicated loan. The loan is for 
the Kuwait Real Est te Investment Consortium, which invests in property develop- 
ment projects throughout the Arab world, Europe, the US and the Far East. BBK 
originally received a aandate to put together a $40 million three-year loan, with 
a two year grave period, ac 7/8ths percent above Libor. But the loan was so 
heavily oversubscribed chat the borrower authorised the amount to be increased to 
S69 million. The management group for the syndication includes major Arab, 
American and French banks. The shareholders in Kuwait Real Estate Investment 
consortium are the Ministry of Finance in Kuwait, the Social (insurance Organi 
tion, Kuwait Hotels Company, Kuwait Investment Company, Kuwait International 
Investment Company, Kuwait Foreign Trading, Contracting and Investment Company , 
United Realty Company and National Realty Company, with 9 percent held by other 
investors. Its board has approved an increase in capital from KD 11 million to 
KD 30 million. The shareholders have taken up KD 13 million, and the remaining 
KD 6 million will be offered to the lic in order to have the company listed on 
Sp Gants stock exchange.

EDITORIAL COMMENTARY ON CHAD.LI'S AFRICAN TOUR 
Algiers REVOLUTION AFRICAINE in French 3-9 Apr 81 pp 4-5 
[Editerial: “Africa for the Africans") 


(Text) President Chadli Bendjedid, president of the Republic and secretary general 
of the FLN [National Liberation Front) Party hae been visiting Africa since 

28 March. The number and status of the eleven successive hosts which welcomed our 
president are proof of the importance of this trip whose itinerary began in the 
southern Sahara and will end in the Seychelle Islands in the Indian Ocean, 


Therefore, the chief of state will tedicate exclusively to Africa more than two 
veeks. This proves how deeply Algeria « interested in this continent, of which 

it is an integral part, and in the good relations it intends to maintain vith its 
neighbors, and in the solidarity and cooperation which it intends to develop with 
friendly African countries. The trip undertaken by President Chadli may seem extra- 
ordinary considering the number of countries to be visited and the distances to be 
covered. However, Algeria has made a heavy investment in this Africa to which it 
has always belonged, in whose vanguard fights it “as participated, whose suffering 
it has shared and whose hopes have given it strength. Ever since its independence 
it took up as ite own the cause of the still-colonized nations and entered its name 
in post-colonial history as one of the founders of the OAU. As a rallying point of 
the liberated countries and for channeling the various types of assistance to liber- 
ation movements, the permanent vocation of this African organization has alvays been 
to unify formerly colonized Africa, to complete the liberation process and to settle 
predictable quarrels between neighbors. For ‘he past twenty years it has not de- 
viated from this purpose which, actually, is consistent with the basic stipulations 
of the African Charter. 


At no time has it defaulted in term: of its policy of relations between neighbors or 
ite views on African problems. Each one of its steps and guidelines invariably pur- 
sue the implementation of the slogan formulated by President Chadli in Bamako: 
“african for the Africans." Africa must be returned to its people, not by breaking 
off fruitful and mutually profitable cooperation with the rest of the vorld, but by 
expelling all colonizers and rejecting imperialiem, whatever its source, or, 

briefly stated, by regaining its full political and economic freedom. In pro- 
claiming his slogan, President Chadli had in mind the sacrifices made by Algeria 


for the sake of helping fighting African peoples. It gave them comprehensive aid 
which made it the target of imperialiem and its Arab-African allies. 











At this precise moment President Chadli's slogan is more than merely symbolic. The 
continent is the target of an exceptionally broad imperialist military encirclement, 
From the banks of the Nile, through the Horn, the Cape, and all the way to 
Gibralter, it has set up bases for the purpose of applying military pre sures of in- 
timidation and aggression against the progressive countries on the continent. On 

a parnllel basis, we are witnessing the mounting c* a new penetration offensive, 

as confirmed by the recent American plans regarding Africa, Pretoria is no longer 
& compromising ally, relations with which had to be concealed, but is openly con- 
sidered one of the regimes under U.S, military and political protection, 


The Morocean monarchy, whicl is threatened by no one but which, conversely, is 
waging 4 war of conquest on the Sahraouil people, which is trying to overthrow the 
Mauritian regime, which is refusing to become its accomplice, is benefitting from 
the same generosity, Elsewhere, Washington is trying to rally the fragments of 
emall subversive groups which it will use for attacking progressive countries such 
as Angola, Motambique and Zimbabwe, 


1-38 hea. for the poor and more guns for allied regimes. It is on the basis of 
such a policy that imperialism hopes to impose its domination over economically 
Geprived countries and *o strengthen friendly regimes, in order to mount destabilizea- 
tion and aggression undertakings. 


Africa, whose OAU will be meeting next June, must find the means to secure its de- 
fense. Such means are available. 


It is within its possibilities to ask every one of its members to respect ite char- 
ter. This is even the duty of all OAU members. The inviolability of borders is 
one of the basic principles adopted by the African organization, and those who to- 
day are shutting their eyes at the genocide of which the Sahraoui people are the 
victim may tomorrow, in the face of an eventual tri of injustice, become the 
victims of a powerful neighbor with an appetite for raum," 


Nor is it above its means to launch a movement for economic and cultural coopera- 
tion, even though modest, with a view to reducing the economic penetration of im 
perialism and multinational corporations. It is despairing to note that after al- 
most one quarter of a century of independence the African countries are ignoring 
the possibilities for economic cooperation. Algeria, which has been campaigning 
for nearly ten years, particularly after the failure of north-south dialog, in 
favor of shifting the axes of cooperation in a south-south direction, has made a 
numbe~ of experiments in this area. President Chadli Bendjedid's interlocutors 
will be able the assess the extent of Algeria's involvement in this other battle 
for African independence.

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FLN DELEGATION VISIT TO BULGARIA REPORTED

[Report: “Algerian-Bulgarian Friendship Celebrated at Varna Meeting") 


[Text] Sofia (APS), The delegation of National Liberation Front headed by 
Mustapha Benzaza, member of the Central Committee Permanent Secretariat, which is 
attending in Sofia the 12th BCP [Bulgarian Communist Party) Congress visited Varna 
(a city located about 450 km from the Bulgarian capital) on Friday. The delegation 
was shown economic achievements and took part in a public meeting.

Theater. He delivered the greetings of Chadli Bendjedid and the FLN Central

The head of the Algerian delegation emphasized the frank relations existing between 
the two parties and the Algerian and Bulgarian peoples. 


"The 12th BCP Congress," he said, "is being held at a crucial time in international 
life." He emphasized that vigilance was needed in order to protect national inde- 
pendence, threatened by imperialist neocolonialist aims. 


He recalled the history of the two nations, marked by military exploits in the fight 
against the aggressor, and the foreign occupying power.

ISLAMIC BANK PROFITS REPORTED

[Text] Bahrain Islamic Bank has reported a net profit for ite first year of operation 
of 8D546,000. 


Total assets, excluding letters of credit and guarantees, amounted to BD11.4 million. 
Advances against letters of credit and profit sharing contracts (murabaha) totalled 
BD4.5 million; this included hire purchase financing of cars, buildings, land and 
local purchases for firms and individuals. 


The report seys 256 customers, mainly from low and middle income groups, made use 
of these facilities. 


Deposits totalled almost BD4.8 million, of which current accounts contributed 
BD1.968 million and savings accounts BD1.8 million. The remainder were in fixed 
term or continuous deposits. 


Dividend 


Shareholders in BIB received 63 per cent of the net profit as a 6 per cent dividend 
on their investment. The shareholders include the Jeddah-based Islamic Development 
Bank, the Dubai Islamic Bank, and Government and private sector institutions in 
Kuwait and Bahrain. 


Individual financiers and businessmen in Sahrain were also among the promoters. 


Investment 


The chairman is Shaikh Abdul Rahman bin Mohammed bin Rashid Al Khalifa, the Under- 
secretary at Bahrain's Ministry of Justice, and the deputy chairman is Khalid Rashid 
Al Zayani. 


Holders of investment accounts received a 22 per cent share of the net profit, di- 
stribuged as follows: continuous deposit accounts 9.5 per cent; limited deposit 
accounts 9 per cent, savings accounts 5.25 per cent. 
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Managing director Abdul Latif Janahi said in the first year the management had 
atressed the development of the Islamic system, to make it comply with the needs 

of the market in accordance with Sharia's law. On the investment side, the objective 
had been to select projects of social benefit to the general public, which would 
bring in a reasonable return.

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BIC PROFITS DESPITE FRAUD CASE

[Text] Bahrain Insurance Company has declared a profit for 1980 of close to 
BD420,000. This is despite ite current involvement in a BD650,000 claim on a former 
employee, who admitted having embezzled the money over the past six years. 


Total premium income amounted to BD2.894 million, 19 per cent up on the previous 
year. 


This figures is net of the premium income BIC handles on behalf of other companies, 
on a consortium basis, for Asry and a number of other major accounts. 


Net income for 1980, at BD307,015, shows an increase of 9.3 per cent over the 
BD280,938 reported for 1979. But total profit jumped by 49 per cent with the addi- 
tion of income relating to previous years. 


A breakdown of departmental results shows that BIC does a higher proportion of motor 
business than its major competitors. Some 45 per cent of gross premiums were writ- 
ten for motor vehicles, against 25 per cent at Bahrain-Kuwait Insurance Company and 
18 per cent at Al Ahlia. 


Motor insurance is the least profitable at the present high level of claims, and 
BIC earned only BD73,000 in this field, un gross premium income of BD1.3 million. 
Almost as good a yield--BD71,000--was obtained from fire insurance, on premiums of 
BD515,000 (17.5 per cent of the total). 


The remaining premium income was spread between marine (23 per cent), general acci- 
dent (10.5 per cent) and aviation (3.5 per cent). General accident showed a 36 per 
cent decline over the previous year, although the revenue earned by this department 
was actually higher. 


Investment income of BD 174,411 amounted to 42 percent of the total, before deduc- 
tion of corporate and general expenses.

BANZ LOSSES--Bahrain Investment Company reported an increase in operating profit 
for 1980 from BD202,000 to BD350,000. But net profit was reduced to BD246,000 by 
the BD104,000 loss on the company's shareholding in BANZ. Managing director Hassan 
Zainalabedin said the board had hoped to recommend a 10-per cent divident to share- 
holders, against 7 per cent last year. But when the government bought BIC's 17 per 
cent shareholding in BANZ at only half ite face value, the dividend was held at 

8 per cent. Assets increased by 32.5 per cent to BD16 million, and loans and ad- 
vances grew by 51 per cent to BD11 Million. Chairman Ebrahim Eshaq attributed the 
improvement in performance to a diversification in investment and loan policy in 
order to spread the risks inherent in the unsettled world economy.

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SPOKESMAN CLAIMS GOVERNMENT IS ‘STRONGER THAN BEFORE' 
Tehran JOMHURI-YE ESLAMI in Persian 20 Apr 81 p 8 
[Interview with Behzad Nabavi, the government spokesman] 


[Text] Yesterday morning brother Engineer Behzad Nabavi, 
minister of state for executive affairs and the government 
spokesman, participated in a press and radio-television interview 
at which a number of journalists were present and answered their 
questions concerning such issues as recent measures taken by the 
government to deal with the problems and difficulties of farmers, 
the demolition of semi-completed houses built illegally around 
Karaj, the joint seminar of governors-general in Sistan- 
Baluchestan, antirevolutionary efforts to create discord between 
Shi'ite and Sunni brothers, meetings with Grand Ayatollahs 
Golpayegani and Mar‘ashi Najafi, government measures for the 
development of the reconstruct crusade, the purchase of arms, etc. 


Referring to rumors that Iran had paid France 56 million tomans for arms, Engineer 
Nabavi stated: First of all it is not 56 million tomans but dollars and the matter 
concerned Iran's need for equipment and spare parts from certain sources because 
of the imposed war. And those sources were not governmental but private companies. 
This included a deal with a company under which Bank Mellie Iran in Paris was 

to transfer the money to the firm's account once the cargo had been loaded and 

was on its way and the Iranian Embassy in Spain had confirmed the shipment. This 
was done in a wrong way in that the Iranian charge in Spain had confirmed shipment 
before seeing the shipping documents and Bank Mellie Iran in Paris apparently 

paid the money despite incomplete documentation. The matter is now being looked 
into andthe attache is now in Tehran to explain the matter, Iran has lodged a 
complaint concerning the 56 million dollars which is now frozen pending court 
consideration of the case. 





Referring to the government's decision concerning houses demolished on the Karaj 
road, the cabinet spokesman stated: These houses were built outside city limits 
and under high voltage power lines and pylons despite repeated warnings and even 
offers to give them land elsewhere and to transfer building materials free of 
charge. But apparently a number of people did not agree and built the houses 
and the authorities demolished them, This brings to mind Article 100 of the era 
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of the executed Nikpey when he was the mayor of Tehran, But this similarity should 
not create the assumption among our dear countrymen that because there has been a 
revolution, anyone at any time may build houses anywhere without anybody prevent tng 
such action. There have been many cases of similar violations. The crux of the 
matter is the difficulty of supplying the needs of houses which are built under 
60,000-volt power lines which could not be repaired if the lines broke one day— 
and many similar factors. Having a revolution does not mean we should lack 
guidelines concerning our activities. Reports unfortunately indicate that in some 
instances the individuals involved are not from among the oppressed. Some of them 
are even speculators who build the houses in one locality, transfer the buildings 
to other persons once the dust has settled and go on to put up similar houses, 

even housing projects, in other places while representing themselves as the 
oppressed. While the government has respect tor the oppressed aid aversion to 
activities of Nikpey and his kind, it naturally must act when things are done 

in this way. The government spokesman went on to say: If there is a water 
shortage in the summer it will be the result of such activities. In a year or so 
these people will gather before the premier's office to demand water and 
electricity for their homes, to be followed by demands for telephone and municipal 
services. 


Referring to the recent meeting of cabinet ministers and governors-general in 
Sistanva Buluchestan Province, Engineer Nabavi stated: The seminar discussed 
displaced persons, war-zone matters, Afghan refugees and unemployment. The result 
of measures to be taken will be made known later. In connection with the develop- 
ment budget of Sistanva Buluchestan, the meeting decided to place a larger amount 
of credit at the disposal of the prov'nce as ccapared with those of other 
provinces. 





Establishment of 500 Rural Service Centers 


The minister of state for executive affairs stated the following concerning recent 
projects and measures instituted by the government to improve agriculture: The 
cabinet at its Wednesday session gave final approval to the project for setting 
up rural service centers and at the same time decided that a joint task force 

of cabinet ministers and development officials concerned should be established 
--with the development sector being responsible for implementing the plan. The 
development sector is to provide the services planned for rural areas while the 
overal! agricultural and planning policy of the rural service centers will be 

set by the joint task force which will function under the supervision of the 
premier. Efforts will be made in the coming year to set up perhaps some 500 rural 
service centers that would cover perhaps 10,000 villages. The move will coordinate 
many government and revolutionary rural projects. 


Speaking of the commitments of the United States toward Iran following the release 
of the hostages, Engineer Nabavi said: The United States cannot under any 
circumstance violate the Algerian government's statement which was affirmed by the 
two governments and the 10 decrees of the president of the United States. It is 
an unacceptable development from the international point of view. But it would 
not mind delaying or stretching the matter. Our brethern, however, are working 
assiduously to prevent such obstructionisms, but issues are sometimes br: ught 
up domestically which make the United States feel it can violate its commitments 
or treat them with indifference. 
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Engineer Nabavi also said in this connection that some of Iran's money was 
delivered in the beginning (approximately 3 billion) and a sum will be delivered 
within the next few days. The remainder of the deposits of about 2.2 billion will 
be transferred to Iran during the month of Tir [21 Jun-20 Jul]. If that amount ie 
aleo received, it could be said that no more deposits will remain with the 

United States. 


Mr Nabavi had this to say concerning what the government | « done for fraternal 
ties between Shi'ate and Sunni brothers: The government has tried as far as 
possible to maintain contacts with Sunni leaders. During his meeting with 

Mr Mowlavi Abdal'aziz the premier provided necessary explanations and warnings 

to the brethern to be watchful lest these plots lead to disputes and the Imam 
gave guidance in this regard. The government has tried as far as ponsible to 
prevent the occurreace of such incidents in ite contacts with Sunni brothers and 
religious leaders. The government warned them to be on guard against the Shi'ite- 
Sunni disagreement which is an intellectual difference and may never come to the 
stage of dispute and conflict until the coming of the Mehdi [the expected 12th 
Imam}. If we have very much to say on the issue, we should get together at 
religious centers where the learned would discuss the matter. Naturally there 
has been some propaganda which emanates not from these 2 p»st-revolutionary years 
but which goes back 700 years. These issues cannot be resolved overnight and 

the government's policy at the same time is in no way intended to create dis- 
crimination from either the racial or religious point of view but is designed 

to eliminate such rooted discrimination as much as possible. 


Meetings with Grand Ayatollahs 


Turning to his meetings with Grand Ayatollahs Golpayegani and Mar'‘ashi Najafi, 

Mr Nabavi said: I went to see Ayatollah Golpayegani and Ayatollah Mar ‘ashi 

Najafi and briefed them about current sensitive issues, including the creation of 
disputes between the Shi'ites and Sunnis. I also showed them documents concerning 
plots to sow discord among religious leaders, one such plot was a statement 
carried in a newspaper in the name of Ayatollah Mahallati. We looked into this 
and found that Ayatollah Mahallati hai had no part in the release of such a 
statement. According to his grandchild, it had not been possible to discuss the 
statenent and inform him of the development because he had been suffering from 

an heart ailment. We mentioned efforts being made to sow discord and dispute 
among religious leaders and in turn were given the necessary guidance. There were 
also comments about specific issues that were later passed to the appropriate 
authorities. 


Mr Nabavi also referred to the government's strong position by saying: The 
government does not have any problems which it cannot solve. God willing and with 
help from the people all difficulties will be resolved one after another. Right 
now the government feels itself stronger than when it took office 7 months ago. 
Because of repeated suggestions we ourselves at one time had come to feel we 

might be weak, but with the passage of time the brethern have become more deter- 
mined and the result of their work gives no reason to feel weak. 


The administration of the war-stricken country was one of the extraordinary jobs 
which these brethern have been able to accomplish with reliance on the Almighty 
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and the support of the people, and there has been no instance of a feeling of 
being weak. 


The government spokesman also said the preas, radio and television should help 
in reflecting the criticiem of the people and the programe they intend to submit 
to the government. The people con also put forward their views by calling the 
telephone number 669226-8. 


Engineer Behsad Nabavi referred to criticiems by the National Front and the 
silence maintained by the government in the face of such attacks by saying: The 
National Front ie a thing of the past not worth the government's time to look into 
ite comments. These people are the filed events of history who are trying to have 
a few @inietere in the cabinet and a few members of parliament. Their membership 
roll does not exceed the number of their leaders. They are not worth the time to 
be wasted in answering them. 


Taxing the Affluent 


The minister of state for executive affaire referred to the government's revenue 
and ite link with taxation by saying: We hope to reach a stage of fair income 
distribution that would aleo result in «a reduction of direct taxes. Thies of 
course is a long-term plan. The short-term goal would be at least to enable us 
to benefit in the fullest possible extent from direct and indirect taxes from 
the comparatively affluent. 


Engineer Nabavi was then asked: ‘In view ot the fact that all the people have a 
voice in Mr Rajai's cabinet, what are your expectations from the people as the 
cabinet epokeeman’' He anewered: We should try to lower the level of our 
expectations. We expect the people to have more patience and forebearance 
during war time and economic conditions caused by war, and to continue the 
patient restraint they have demonstrated so well thus far. The people have acted 
eo well that I cannot think of anything new to expect from then. 


Aiding the Crusade 


Brother Behzad Nabavi had thie to say concerning the government's aid to the 
reconstruction crusade: The government will try to place all its capabilities at 
the disposal of the planned rural service centers and at the same time to provide 
the crusade with specific programs so as to enable them to act more effectively 
and more productively in rural regions.

[Text] Introduction 











Without doubt the Islamic revolution of Iran is considered as one of the turning 
pointe of history in the struggles of the weak and oppressed people of Iran and 
the world to establish the truth and destroy the citadele of tyranny and imperial- 
iem. In these struggles the Muslim people of Iran have decided to take their 
destiny in their own hands and to achieve their total political and economic 
freedom and independence under the glorious banner of beloved Islam and the 
liberating guidance of the true ideology of Islam led by Imam Khomeyni. 


It is perfectly clear that on the basis of this ideological guidance, the Muslia 
community of Iran under the decisive and wise leadership of the imam has not con- 
sented and will not consent to any sort of cooperation with any of the powers or 
superpowers. The victory of the first stage of the revolution on 22 Bahman 1357 
[ll February 1979) wae the crystallization of this divine and iron will. After 
this turning point a new chapter was opened in the ancient history of this 
nation, and through ite continuation dreadful and horrible blows were struck 
upon the body of the rebellious colonialiste and satans of the tim. 






















The criminal imperialiem of the United States, which had lost ite bases one 
after another, also suffered a heavy blow in Iran from the growth and perpetua- 
tion of the Islamic revolution; and it busied iteelf with reconstructing and 
expanding its destructive networks. The SAVAK agents and the “Bakhtiarie” 
gathered together in numerous and plentiful Marxist-Leninist groups and cells, 
including Kumehleh, Peykar, Razmandegan, Vahdat-e Engqelabi-ye Tufan, Kargaran-e 
Engelabi, and many other groups. Directly and indirectly they were supported and 
aided by their criminal masters and busied themselves with resisting and opposing 
the pansion of the Islamic Revolution and Islamic ideas. 


With the continuation of the progress and the perfecting of the luminous rays of 
the Islamic revolution (and God is the perfecter of ite light), and since one of 











the immortal slogans of our nation risen to ite feet was the profoundly ideologi~ 
cal “China, Russia, America=-the enemies of our people,” the aggressive Hast aiso 
did not remain secure from the blows of our revolution, even if it reaped many 
benefite {rom ite blessing. The USSR, which was suddenly witness to the collapse 
of the fabrications of materialist Marxist~-Leninist thought in the face of the 
social realities of Islam, set out to destroy thie “tremendous divine light" in 
order to prevent it from casting any more radiance. For thie reason it busied 
iteelf with equipping and expanding ite affiliated networks. Our revolutionary 
and aware people were witness to widespread propaganda and effort on the part of 
the hated Tudeh Party, the traitorous Democratic Party of Iranian Kordestan, the 
Democratic Party of Agerbaijan and several other large and emall groupe. 


It ie through our reliance upon global realities and the message of imam Khomeyni 
that we announce with euch decisiveness: “The imperialiste of the world have 
been struck «4 blow by the lelamic Revolution of Iran." The imam says, /"Dear 
nation of Iran: You have thrown the aggressive East and the crimina) West into 
terror. Never cooperate with any power, as I am eure you will not."/ (From the 
historic message of the leader of the revolution on the occasion of 22 Bahman 
1358 [11 February 1980).) 


The facte of the time and undeniable realities have forced the superpowers to 
accept some of these realities, an acceptance which ultimately resulted in reac- 
tions. For the most part they reacted by organizing affiliated forces within 
thie country in order to safeguard their own interests. Nevertheless, our Muslim 
and heroic nation without being shaken has steadfastly continued its movement on 
the line of the imam, which ie the very line of Islam. In this same connection 
affiliated events and inclinations aimed at bringing about deviation have care- 
fully attempted to benefit from tactics and methods which, in their own words, 
are as much as possible in keeping with the “objective conditions" and “subjec- 
tive conditions” ruling the masses. tt is for this reason that each of the 
inclinations in every period, especially after the victory of the revolution, 
aimed at a different and even contradictory “situation,” “analysis” and “yield.” 
Among the oldest and at the same time most prevalent of these is the “tactic of 
division"!! The Sazman-e Cherikha-ye Feda'i-ye Khalq (!!) has also grasped hold 
of this rusty and worn-out weapon in order that it might be able to clean the 
dust of shame and crime from ite face in the presence of the always awake people. 
What an absurd fantasy! 


Since every movement of the forces opposed to the Islamic Revolution brings a 
conspiracy in ite wake, and since in ite depths the movement of division gives 
news of an extremely dangerous conspiracy, we will investigate this area suc- 
cinctly and briefly in the hope of continuing this investigation in the future. 


"Division: the Russian Conspiracy’ 


Imperialists have always followed a variety of paths in fighting against revolu- 
tions and nations. One of these paths is the use of a “fifth colum." The USSR 
also, which follows particular goals in Iran, has pressure groups within the 
country which act like levers of power for its government. As was already 
pointed out, the “Tudeh Party” is Russia's most reliable and strongest lever in 
Iran,! but for various reasons, it has been unable to gather many forces around 
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itself. The result of this lack of success is that in quantitative terms Russia 
has had relatively few forces at ite disposal among the leftiet groupe. That is 
why a program and plan has been undertaken to attract and lure forces to the 
camp of the leftist groupe which follow Moscow. In this course of action two 
matters were faced: 


1. Propaganda and activity to attract individuale from Lalamic society. 
2. Open and secret activity to attract individuals from leftist groups. 


For reasons that will be mentioned, the only one of the leftist groups which had 
the strong capability of being attracted was the Sasman-e Cherikha-ye Feda'i. 
Groupe Like Peykar, Rasmandegan, Tufan and others, because of their many-sided 
and persistent opposition to the Tudeh Party and the fact that they consider 
Russia social-imperialist, could not be attracted and were rejected by the Tudeh 
Party as antirevolutionary. The reasons that drew the “Russian wing" toward 
attracting the Cherikha-ye Feda'i are briefly summarized as follows: 


1. The Larger number of followers of the Cherikha-ye Feda'i in relation to other 
leftist groups. 


2. The ideological shakiness and the fact of not having a unified Marxist- 
Leninist policy toward social currents and the government. 


3. Disillusionment with a militant course of action in face of social realities 
and the Islamic Revolution. 


4. The outstanding tactical errors of the Feda'iyan at the beginning of the 
victory of the Islamic Revolution. 


5. The fact that the Feda'iyan-e Khalq do not believe that Russia is social- 
imperialist and insist on affirming that the Russian regime is socialist. 


6. The greater acceptability of the Feda'iyan among the native (!!) Marxists 
relative to the Tudeh Party. 


7. The immaturity and youth of the leadership cadre of the Sazman-e Cherikha-ye 
Feda'i-ye Khalq. 


Thus it is observed that whenever the Tudeh Party mentions the Cherikha-ye Feda'i 
it refers to them as “sincere leftist forces” (1!) who have committed “tactical 
errors.” It has never called the Cherikha-ye Feda'i antirevolutionary, as it has 
other groups. What is interesting is that in an article in NAMEH-YE MARDOM2 
(Bahman 1358 [21 January-19 February 1980]) the Tudeh Party considers itself, 

the Cherikha-ye Feda'i and the Mojahedin-e Khalq as among the partisan forces of 
the Revolution; and from time to time it undertakes “constructive criticism" in 
its publications of the course followed by the Cherikha-ye Feda'i. This criti- 
cism and analysis continued to the point that at the end of May of last year, a 
manifesto of the Cherikha was quoted in MARDOM; moreover, on 24 Khordad [14 June], 
after the division, the manifesto of the Majority group of the Central Cadre of 
the Cherikha was published in MARDOM. A continuation of this investigation of the 
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positions taken by the Tudeh Party in relation to the Cherikha-ye Feda'i (a con- 
tinuation which is not suited for this brief article) preves precisely the fact 
that Russia has been trying to attract the Cherikha-ye PFeda'i through the Tudeh 
Party from both outside and within. In this connection, the role of the Demo- 
eratic Varty of Kordestan, another agent of Russia, in attracting the Cherikha-ye 
Feda'i muat not be forgotten. It was this party which recently released a joint 
manifesto with the Cherikha-ye Feda'i calling for a just (!!) peace in Kordestan. 
Moreover, the depth of the motive for this inclination on the part of the 
Cherikha is also worth investigating. 


A brief review of the positions taken by the Cherikha-ye Feda'i in various 
inatances telle of the gradual passage of this organization from the extreme 

and confused policy of the past toward the hypocritical and outwardly compatible 
policy of the Tudeh Party. It must be pointed out that in this inclination there 
have also been oscillations. 


The first stage appeared in their confrontation in the war in Kordestan, for 

when it continued in Gonbad and the referendum of the Islamic Republic was banned, 
they were drawn step by step toward confrontation with the people. At this time 
the seed of the hate of our Muslim people toward this organization was sown and 
continued recognizably through various phases. The question of the election of 
the Assembly of Experts, which arose at the time of the war in Kordestan, was 
another stage in the shakiness of the organization in the confrontation with 
events. In reality, the participation of the Feda'iyan in the election of the 
Assembly c* Experts was considered the first nonviolent position they took in 
face of the Islamic Revolution, and for this very reason they were attacked by 
many other leftist (!) groups. After the above events, the most sensitive stage 
in the shaky decision-making of the Cherikha appeared over the question of the 
“capture of the nest of espionage." At first, they considered this a probable 
conspiracy of the ruling body. But after a short time they retracted their 
statement and outwardly joined the ranks of the people and the backing of the 
Muslim students following the line of the imam and established in the nest of 
espionage, and they supported the occupation of the nest of espionage. This 
inclination, which kept finding its tangible grounds one after another, finally 
followed a path that took the Cherikha from the position of kindling war in 
Kordestan to requesting a just (!!) peace from the government and the president 
of the republic. Moreover, not only was this not sufficient for them; they even 
explained that this “government, which until yesterday was affiliated with 
imperialism," was not and is not affiliated with imperialism!! Yes, an organiza- 
tion which was directly involved in provoking war in Kordestan, Torkamansahra and 
Anzali and which openly propounded the motto, “From one side to the other, we 
will make Iran into a Kordestan," as a result of its inclination toward the 
policy of the traitorous Tudeh Party announced as follows: 


/"“We are set upon striving more than before to establish peace in Kordestan and 
to prevent the spread of the sphere of war in that region". ./3 


In any case, considering the overt and covert efforts of the Tudeh Party to 
attract the Cherikha-ye Feda'i on the one hand, and the inclinations of the 
Cherikha-ye Feda'i toward the policies of the Tudeh Party, it gradually becomes 
clear that the nearness of the Cherikhe to the Tudeh Party is a plan totally 
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determined and drawn up by the theoreticians of Moscow in order to bring together 
the Russian elements and wings for the sake of safeguarding the imperialist goals 
of this world-devouring superpower in our homeland. In addition to the inclina~- 
tions referred to above there are the nearness of the Democratic Party of 
Kordestan to the policy of the Tudeh Party, a nearness which has a longer prece~ 
dence than the alignment of the Cherikha, as well as the affiliation of the 
Democratic Party of Aserbaijan with the Tudeh Party. Thus, we are faced with 

the “organized wing of the Ruseian left." 


‘The Minority and the Majority'!! 


Russia, which was making progress in the way of organizing ite affiliates, in 
order to give this movement an official form brought into being a fabricated 
course of events which resulted in the sham quarrel between the opposing Minority 
and the agreeing Majority. With this etrategem the Minority is trying to gather 
around iteelf a few of the errant partisans who are terrified and disgusted by 
the fact that the organization is becoming Tudeh oriented. The question of the 
Majority and the Minority was fabricated as follows: 





Apparently, after the views of the Tudeh wing of the Central Cadre of the 
Cherikha-ye Feda'i were officially announced in numbers 59 and 60 of KAR, the 
internal differences within the organization reached their zenith. These differ- 
ences, which had begun after the victory of the revolution, increased with the 
defection of Ashraf Dehqani, who believed in the militant policy of Ahmadzadeh 
and who considered the government affiliated with imperialism and called it 
comprador (!!) imperialism. The defection from the organization of a group 
which joined the “Rah-e Kargar" was another blow to the Cherikha-ye Feda'i. 

In the plenum of the Sazman-e Cherikha-ye Feda'i, a minority of the Central 

Cadre opposed the policy of the majority of the leadership, who had Tudeh 
inclinations, and officially introduced it as “opportunism of the right." In 
return, the Tudeh wing accused the group opposed to itself of being “opportunism 
of the left" following the pseudo-revolutionary course of the petite bourgeoisie. 
After the convulsions within the Cherikha-ye Feda'i in the events and occur- 
rences of the universities, debates within the organization, especially at the 
leadership level, reached their zenith; and the banner of “ideological” struggle 
was raised!! Finally this led to the open announcement of a division within the 
Cherikha-ye Feda'i-ye Khalq on 21 Khordad [11 June]. On that day a manifesto 
was published in the name of the Majority, expelling the minority wing from the 
organization and introducing the Majority as the "Sazman-e Cherikha~-ye Feda' i-ye 
Khalq-e Iran.” This manifesto led to a reaction by the opposition group, and on 
22 Khordad [12 June] they issued a declaration condeming the majority of the 
Central Cadre. For its part the minority group of the Central Cadre, which con- 
sidered itself heir to the organization and announced its own existence under the 
name "Sazman-e Cherikha-ye Feda'i-ye Khalq-e Iran" with the original coat of arms 
and seal, in a manifesto write as follows concerning the Tudeh wing of the 
Central Cadre: "The opportunist wing of the organization, under the leadership 
of the ‘Central Committee,’ which beginning some time ago has moved step by step 
closer to the opportunist positions of the Tudeh Party, while turning away from 
Marxism-Leninism, and which has fallen into the abyss of the policy of flattering 
the bourgeoisie under the guise of anti-imperialist struggle, has in effect 
separated its battlelines from ours in a manifesto.... Their constant 





relationship with the traitorous leaders of the Tudeh Party in political and 
ideological matters and the arrangements which have been running their course 
for some time now, and the taking of positions which are explicitly rightist in 
the organ of the whole organization (KAR nos 59 ff), 1.e., total conformity with 
the positions of the Tudeh Party, have not only not been confirmed by use (the 
minority of the organization), but on the contrary, cannot have been supported 
by any sincere and revolutionary member of the organization.” 


The primary problem and basic difficulty of the two groups was apparently in the 
method of facing the acute questions of the revolution, such as the “class struc 
ture of the government, et al.," and the correct evaluation of these questions. 
Thies difficulty was recognizably the result of the change of position of the 
organization from ite previous viewpoints toward the course of the Tudeh Party. 
In reality, the group known as the Minority introduces itself as believing in 
the course of Bizhan Jazani, which is identical with the previous course of the 
organization. 


In any case, taking into account what we have already pointed out, and consider- 
ing the point explained by the minority group of the Central Cadre of the 
Cherikha concerning the relationship between the Tudeh wing of the leadership of 
the organization and the Tudeh Party, the following matter becomes even more 
tangible: the inclination toward the Tudeh Party of the leadership of the 
Cherikha is the result and fruit of the effort and plan carried out in the 
period from the revolution to the present by the Tudeh Party affiliated with 
Russia with the aim of tying the Cherikha more closely to themselves and other 
Russian political groups. Nevertheless, the Minority also is itself a conspiracy 
for attracting the other members of the organization. 


\t this point we will turn to presenting the following subject: this sequence 
of events and the occurrence and development of this division is not limited to 
the interrelationships of the unity of the two groups in a particular anti- 
revolutionary goal. This course of events along with ample other observations 
express the growth and the influence of the Russian wing and the fact that the 
levers of pressure of that country are gaining power over the Islamic Republic of 
Iran and are moving forward through a very calculated plan which is also out- 
wardly deceptive. 


Although the government of the Islamic Republic and the Muslim people of Iran 
have achieved one of the great victories in the history of Islamic struggles, 
i.e., the Islamic Revolution, they must act with more awareness than in the past 
and must once again move and develop the realities of the revolution and the 
socio-political life of society in the direction of smashing the enemy's anti- 
revolutionary conspiracies. One of the causes of and witnesses to the victory 
of the Islamic Revolution in the past year and a half is that it has brought one 
of its greatest antirevolutionary enemies, i.e., the Sazman-e Cherikha-ye 
Feda‘'i-ye Khalq, to its knees and has forced it to turn away from its extreme 
and leftist policy toward the acceptance of certain facts. The Cherikha~-ye 
Feda'i, who considered themselves the vanguard of the revolution, introduced the 
government as affiliated to the United States and considered it permissible to 
insult the imam, the great leader of the revolution, finally admitted, with 
great reluctance, as follows: 











"..At a time when a development peculiar to itself has enveloped our society, 
when shouting and determ. ned masses in the millions have set out to construct 
their own history and in the rays of their glorious battle have shaken the 
foundations of injustice, all the members of the vanguard, who had decided to 
bring about a revolution in their own way and according to their own desire in 
place of and in the absence of the people, suddenly saw the people as alien to 
their own imaginings and predictions. /They saw themselves not in the station 
of leadership, but in the situation of a traveler left b d by the caravan, 
The system of imaginary theories collapsed, and the mental prejudgments after 
the manner of modernized intellectuals disintegrated ar'...it was as if the 
leader who had been left behind became disconcerted and, as he pulled himself 
forward along with the masses...once again began to think"/ (KAR, No 61, the 
Majority, p 1 of the insert). 


These explicit and moving confessions have great importance for an organization 
which basically has no thought of peace with the Islamic Revolution; they show 
the victory of the mature dimensions of the Islamic Revolution and its revolu- 
tionary realities. On the basis of these explanations, we say: 


Beware 


Beware, for this change of position must not be considered to mean that the 
Feda'iyan have come to their senses and have truly become defenders of the 
regime of the Islamic Republic and the leadership of the Revolution. In fact, 
having seen the bankruptcy of their own empty ideas and their theories which, in 
their own words, were “fabrications after the manner of modernized intellec- 
tuals," they realized that they must employ another weapon which up until now 
they had neglected, and that is precisely the hypocritical and traitorous course 
of the Tudeh Party! A brief look at the tactics of the Tudeh Party shows that 
this policy has been more successful, because this party, by adopting a policy 
which apparently defends the line of the imam and the Islamic Republic, has up 
until now come forward with pious salutations and benedictions and has been 
attacked less by others. Therefore, 


/At the same time that through this division the Russian wing is outwardly trying 
to provide respectability for the Feda'iyan-e Khalq by washing away their leftist 
policies and their crimes of the past year, it is organizing its front more 
solidly./ 


Moreover, it will be less of an object of hate for the Muslims. It is here that 
the government and the Muslim nation must be aware and must neutralize the 
strategems of the Russian wing. 


The Majority of the Central Cadre, which “has inclined toward the policy of the 
Tudeh Party," has claimed that the conflicts, disturbances and destructive acts 
in Kordestan, Gonbad, Anzali and Khuzestan were caused without any exception by 
the Minority, while the "Tudeh" Majority was opposed to these acts!! For this 
reason they called the Minority “opportunism of the left" and separated them- 
selves from them. What is interesting is that they say, "We have once again 
begun to think"! (Praise be to God). What subject are they thinking about? 

The truth is that all of their thinking is only a strategem for pouring the water 











purification upon their former crimes, They imagine that there is no one to 

ask how a minority in the Central Cadre was able to impose views upon the 
majority, views which the majority did not accept! Our Muslim nation risen to 
ite feet is awake and aware that this strategem is nothing but the acquisition 
of respectability for the Central (Tudeh) Cadre and their entering into the path 
of the traitorous Tudeh Party.

3. Concerning the two main topics alluded to in this paragraph, it is necessary 
to give further explanation and refer to the sources for this part of our 
statements.

Embassy (which was printed in the form of a red, pocket-sized pamphlet) 
announces on page 3 that the capture of the embassy and the conflict with the 
United States are a strategem to bring about a favorable ground for the 
approval of the principle of Velayat-e Faqih and the other infinitely reac- 
tionary principles of the constitution cooked up by the experts!!! But in 
utter shamelessness on 4 Azar 58 [25 November 1979] these gentlemen march in 
support of the Muslim students following the line of the imam!! In addition, 
in KAR No 47, dated 1/12/58 [20 February 1980], they attack U.S. radio and 
television, asking why they introduce the line of the imam and the imam him- 
self as reactionary! Second, concerning their positions in face of the 
government and Kordestan: In this connection, the Sazman-e Cherikha-ye 
Feda'i-ye Khalq has for the most part spoken in the manner of hypocrites, 
but in actual fact it has fought against the government in various regions. 
Nevertheless, they suddenly change their position and announce that they 
accept the government of the Islamic Republic and the leadership of Imam 
Khomeyni and do not consider them affiliated with imperialism!! (In KAR 

Nos 59 and 60 this topic is discussed.) They also state that during the 
course of the Islamic Revolution of Iran they have remained far from the 
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masses and have fallen behind (KAR No 61, p 1 of the insert of the Majority). 
And from the time of the zenith of the battles and conflicts in Kordestan 
these gentlemen suddenly begin to iesue continual manifestoes (and moreover, 
jointly with the Democratic Party!) and to ask for a just peace in Kordestan, 
considering the war to be to the benefit of imperialiem (KAR Nos 64, 62 and 
58). 


In order to be certain that the policy of the Tudeh Party and their masters, 
Russia, in face of the Islamic Republic of Iran is “outwardly in agreement" 
(or hypocritical), it is necessary to pay attention to these points: First, 
the Tudeh Party professes to be in agreement with the Islamic Republic, but 
whenever the interests of their Russian masters in Iran are endangered, the 
criticisms and attacks of these friends (!!) in relation to the Islamic 
Republic increase; they attack the foreign policy of the Islamic Republic, 
and in reality, of the imam in relation to Russia.

BAGHDAD AIR RAID SHELTERS--Acc ording to what has been learned by DAGENS NYHETER, 
Armerad Betong Vagiorbattringar (ABV) [firm name} is in the final stage of nego- 
tiations concerning a billion kronor order for Iraq. This includes the construc- 
tion of 24 air raid shelters in Baghdad. The order amounts to 1.3 billion kronor. 
Right now about 100 technicians and Laborers are being sought for the job in the 
war-torn country. The company will not comment on the report, citing the sensitive 
negotiation situation. One of the difficulties remaining to be solved is getting 
the Export Credit Board to grant export credits to Iraq. ABV is Sweden's second 
largest construction firm, just behind Skanska Cementgjuteriet. The business 
volume last year was 3.1 billion kronor. Last fall ABV received its then largest 
order ever, worth over 600 million kronor. This was for the construction of a 
desert city in Libya.

PAPER CLAIMS BEGIN'S ‘MOUTH REPLACES BRAINS‘

[Commentary by Yo'el Marcus: "The Man Who Has Gone Out of His Po) itical Mind") 


[Text] The pen cries out to write that the man has gone beserk, that he is 
drugged, that he is under the influence of drugs, that he is leading the country 
to national disaster, that he will entangle us in a war whose outcome nobody can 
foresee. However, I am afraid things are not just that simple. Past experience 
shows that there is a wide gap between Begin's big mouth and his actual deeds. 
At times, there is no connection between them and sometimes they contradict one 
another--his actions totally contradict his words. However, they always cause 
damage and sometimes the damage is irreparable. 


I am convinced that Begin's behavior is not influenced by the medicines he takes 

or has stopped taking and it is rather unfair to spread such rumors. Begin's 
behavior these days mainly stems from his personality. Begin has not undergone 

any sudden conversion--he remains the same mai. we came to know in rallies at 
Mugrabi and Zion squares. The best diagnosis of Begin was written in the 1950's 

by Dr ‘Azri'el Carlibach, at the time the editor of MA'ARIV whose top officials 
were then revisionists: "Begin has gone out of his political mind." This diagnosis 
was made during one of Begin's “trances" (during the dispute over reparations from 
Germany) and it also holds true today, when Begin has gone back to his old self of 
being a soapbox orator who does not distinguish between rhethorics and policies. 


The failure of the Likud government, as everybody saw it until about 2 months ago, 
as well as the personal ups and downs of the man heading it, can be summed up by 
saying that Mr Begin--the last member of Titans--‘s neither a Titan nor a leader. 
He was and remains an orator and a demagogue--admittedly, a good one--who regards 
the power of his ever improvised and bombastic words as a substitute for a 
calculated policy. He is carried away to seventh heaven with his words, he 
indiscriminately quotes other people's words and, as a leader, he merely distin- 
guishes between dark black and light pink. In his eyes, dark grey becomes blacker 
than black and light grey becomes pink, without any nuances in between. Hence 
his lengthy falls and his spiralling rises. 


If a leader is measured by his stability--by the fact that when the situation is 
really bad he raises himself above all other considerations and encourages the 

people and when the situation is good he stands on the ground with both his feet 
and cautions the people not to entertain any illusions--then Begin's persone lity 
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indicates exactly the opposite, An analysis of his 4 years in power shows that 
whenever the country faced difficulties=--in the confrontation with Washington 

in 1978 [over the sale of F-15's to Saudi Arabia] or when hie government lost 
control of lerael's economy or when his government became a swarm of wasps fighting 
each other=-Mr Begin sunk into mental depression, Hie leadership vanished exactly 
at the time it was needed, An introvert and daydreaming Begin appeared instead 

and at times did not speak to the media for lengthy months. When the situation 
improved=-usually without hie intervention, either through a U.8. compromise 
proposal, a maneuver by Dayan, a generous concession by al-Sadat or by the incidental 
appointment of Aridor=--the phenomenon described by Begin himself as “my own 
resurrection" occurred. Then, no foree in the world could have put 4 musele 

on his mouth. 


From the chronological point of view it should be noted that Begin's last awakening 
took place when he was told that the Likud had maintained ite strength in the 
Histadrut., Hie ecstasy rose from one poll to another although it wae not Begin 

who changed public opinion but the combination of Aridor's policy with the fact 
that the Alignment did whatever it could, eo to speak, to prove ite nonexistence. 
We got carried away, he became the Begin of the slogans and of the rallies in 
equares. He “picked on" everybody, starting with lerael's “mini-clerks, suckers 
and sycophante" and ending with Margaret Thatcher, whom he called the old lady 

from London; he called Schmidt and Giscard d'Eetaing “greedy;" he referred to 
Butrus Ghali ae “Peter"=-thie is how he is nicknamed in Egypt for being 4 Christian; 
he spectacularly declared that Katyushas would no longer fall on Qiryat Shemona 
and, in the name of hie father Ze'ev and hie mother Hasia he vowed that he would 
not give up even one piece of land so long ae he is the prime minister. 





Past experience shows that these declarations have no fanatical value. He has 
already been forced to swallow various bombastic words. In Camp David, for 
instance--he should have long ago given up his “right hand" after he recognized, 
by means of his signature, “the legitimate rights of the Palestinian people." 
When words come instead of calculated political thought it is only natural for a 
politician to find himself posing as a soapbox orator, to find himself in a situa- 
tion where he has to climb down from high trees to the bitter political reality 
which requires a compromise with actual facts. 


Due to hie extreme changes of mood, Begin reached a no win situation [last three 
words in English] at the end of all the tests posed to him. 


The missile crisis is a classic example of this phenomenon. Due to the lack of 
balanced thought and the fact that Begin got carried away by his own rhethoric, a 
situation was created in Lebanon that--even if it is solved through political or 
military meane--will force Israel to pay an as yet unpredictable price. Thus, 

the country will find that ite capabilities of deterrence and modest political 
maneuvering have undergone a further erosion. The lack of realism is the real 
danger in Begin's ups and downs. As a result, he goes back on things that could 
be insisted upon and, on the other hand, he entangles us in unnecessary situations. 
This is what happens when mouth replaces brains. 


What is worrisome is that large sectors of the public who enjoy Aridor's price cut 
operations are also pleased with Begin's sharp tongue. More and more frequently 
and in more places one can hear Alignment members--who sometimes get idiotically 














carried away by hie argumente=-say: “Good for him he screwed them." Thus, Begin 
shakes their equilibrium and adde to their weak and helpless image. I! would not 

be surprised to find out that Begin does not improvise thie part of hie appearances 
bu’ rather plane them in advance, “I am in ay own element,” Begin says and the 
danger is that Begin might be encouraged from the change in public opinion, 
especially if he comes out of the missile crisis with an apparently succeseful 
arrangement and from that point onward he decides to turn his rhethoric into 
levrael's policy. This meane that whenever he clibms high trees he will no longer 
want to etep down as he did in the past. 


If begin is elected to another term the country might be confronted with various 
serious situations: on the economic ephere there will be hard blows to absorb 
money because the government will not have enough to make it through the end of 
the year. We will face stark isolation in the international ephere and this will 
be headed by the leadere he “screwed,” who will thus have no last-minute scruples 
in exercising their policies. In our relations with the Arabs, Begin will be 
tempted to annex the Weet Bank to lerael. Thie will be a monumental disaster for 
generations to come because it will create the infrastructure for lerael's 
Lebanonization. In ite wake, peace with Egypt will come to an end after the with- 
drawal from the Sinai has been completed in about 10 months, and, undoubtedly, 
an all-out confrontation with the United States will ensue. 


If the public is ready to go on and forget how thie gc-ornmment worked and if it 
is blind and cannot see the price we will have to pay for a policy based on 
rhethoric and if it is not going to sober up in time--the only thing that remains 
for use to eay ie: cry the beloved country.

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SHAMIR INTERVIEWED ON LEBANON

[interview with Foreign Minister Yitshaq Shamir by Dov Goldstein: “Israel Was 
Not Called on to Restrict the Air Force's Activity in Northern Lebanon--and Will 
Not Agree to Thie"=-place and date of interview not given) 





[Text] [Question] Commentators are saying that since 28 April--the day the 
Syrian helicopters were downed--Ierael has had the worst of it, while Syria is 
scoring successes... 


[Answer] Really? And how is this being shown, according to the commentators? 


[Question] The Syrians moved missiles into the al-Biqa' region, thus altering 

the strategic balance, and they are beefing up their missile deployment. They 
completed their takeover of the Sannin Heights and are continuing to shell the 
Christians in Beirut and in Zahlah. In contrast, Israel stated what it had intended 
to do, but did not do. Does this not mean that Israel has failed in ite moves 

so far? 


[Anewer] No. Israel has not failed. Everything that is happening now is one 
stage in the ongoing confrontation between us and the Syrians in Lebanon. As 

you know, the supreme effort being made by the U.S. president's envoy, Ambassador 
Philip Habib, is based on the idea of a return to the status quo ante. That is, 
to the situation that existed before the present crisis erupted. The previous 
situation was not ideal. There was no state of peace between Israel and Syria, 
but a situation of a constant march on the brink of a military clash, and every 
so often actual clashes took place: Syrian planes were downed, and there were 
Syrian attempts to intercept Israeli planes, all of which failed. Israel's 
struggle against a complete Syrian takeover of Lebanon has been going on under 
these conditions--on the brink of a clash--without this having so far led to a 
war between Syria and Israel; and we hope that, with the return to the status quo 
ante, no war will break out in the future either. Israel is not interested in 

a war, and according to the Syrians’ declarations, they do not want one either. 
The last word in this struggle has not yet been heard. Israel is being scrupulous 
about preserving its interests without entering into an all-out war. 


[Question] It is now an accepted assumption that it was the Christians who vere 
responsible for the recent deterioration, and that it was they who provoked the 
Syrians, and not vice-versa. Would it be correct to say that the repeated Israeli 





statements about Israel's commitment to the Christians inatilled in them a fighting 
apirit and vain hopes that lerael would fight their war, thue leading them to 
provoke the Syrians and dragging Ierael into a difficult and unnecessary struggle’ 


[Anewer] That is a superficial view of the situation in Lebanon. Israel has three 
objectives in ite conetant struggle in Lebanon: to prevent a total Syrian take- 
over of Lebanon; to prevent the liquidation of the Christian force in Lebanon; 

to deliver unrelenting blows against the terrorists in Lebanon. It is a fact 

well known to everyone that the Lebanese forces, as they ¢..!1 themselves, who 

today encomase most of the organized Christian force in Lebanon, maintain relations 
of friendship and cooperation with Ierael. This force is preventing a Syrian 
takeover of Lebanon, while the forces under the command of Major Haddad are 
preventing a terrorist takeover of southern Lebanon. Thue a full identity of 
interests has been created between the Christians in the north and south of Lebanon 
and Israel. In ite activities in Lebanon, Israel is not fighting for foreign 
interests or elements. It is fighting Israel's war on Lebanese soil. In the land 
of the cedars, it is defending Lerael’s security. This is an important stage 

in Ilerael's involvement and in ite taking root in the region. Everything that 
takes place in the neighboring countries has to do with ue and affects our security 
and our future. If we have the ability to act beyond Israel's borders, in order 
to prevent dangers from coming close to lerael, then this is a highly valuable 
accomplishment and not, as some maintain against us, that we are interfering in 
matters having nothing to do with us. The Christians in Lebanon are fighting 

their war. Since there is an identity of interest between thom and us, we are 
assisting them. We are not dictating their moves, nor are they dictating our moves. 
Each side is acting according to ite own interests. It is absurd to think and 
speak of some sort of deception of leading astray or instilling a combat spirit. 
There is a war being fought in Lebanon, and in war situations shift. There are 
ups and downs. There is no doubt that the Christians’ situation is better now than 
it was a short time ago, thanks to Israel's assistance. This is a desirable state 
of affairs for us as well; it also helps us. 


[Question] Is it only an identity of interests that has led Israel to assist 
the Christians? Do we have no moral commitment toward them which goes beyond 
matters of interest? 


[Answer] There is also a moral aspect and, I would say, aleo an ideological one: 
it has always been the aim of the Pan-Arab forces in the Middle East to prevent 
the existence of all the independent elements that are neither Muslims nor Arabs. 
Thus they liquidated the Assyrians in Iraq at the time. Thus were virtually all 
the Kurds wiped out, and thus they are trying to annihilate the Christians in 
Lebanon. Israel, by virtue of ite independent existence in the Middle East, is 
interested in various communities existing in the Middle East--diverse religions, 
faiths and national shadings. It is only natural that we should view ourselves 
as ideologically and morally committed to assisting non-Muslim forces that are 
fighting for an independent existence. The more so as this is fully consistent 
with our own interest. 


[Question] Is the Israeli commitment to the Christians equal in the Christian 
enclave in southern Lebanon and in the Christian regions in the north--Zahlah, 
Beirut, Juniyah--or is there an explicit distinction made between the various 
areas, in line with Israel's interests? 
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|Anawer| Technically the conditions are, of course, different. The south borders 
on Israel, But substantively, it is the same war, we are helping Haddad because 
he is preventing a terrorist takeover in a region that borders on northern lerael, 
and we are helping the Christiane in the north because they are preventing a 
Syrian takeover of Lebanon--a takeover which would worsen our military-security 
situation and would hasten war. 


[Question] Ie it true that, once the air force failed to take out the missile 
batteries because of the bad weather on 30 April, Israel refrained from military 
activity because of the United States’ vigorous demand? 


[Anewer] There was no demand on the part of the United States. There was a U.S. 
request to allow it to bring about the restoration of the status quo ante by 
diplomatic means. At the same time, the United States recognized the full justice 
of our case. We, of course, acceded to the U.S.'s request, because we have always 
preferred the path of peace. We are continuing with this line. 


[Question] Did Philip Habib submit to Israel a U.S. proposal for resolving the 
crisis? 


[Answer] There is no official U.S. proposal. Philip Habib has various thoughts, 
through which he is seeking to calm the situation and restore it to what it was 
before the outbreak of the crisis. When he returns from his additional meetings 
in Beirut and Damascus, we will know if he managed to make progress in this direc- 
tion. 


[Question] Has Israel agreed to Philip Habib's thoughts and ideas? 


[Answer] Yes. Most of the thoughts he has expressed are acceptable to us. 
Naturally, if the other side also accepts Habib's ideas in principle, the details 
will have to be discussed. 


[Question] But Israel has given the U.S. envoy a green light to implement his 
thoughts? 


\Answer) Yes. His ideas are acceptable to us. But the problems are very complex, 
and we have not yet gone into details. 


[Question] From the moment Israei acceded to the U.S. appeals to give the diplo- 
matic efforts time and to postpone any military activity as long as these efforts 
have a chance, would it be logical to assume that Syria will agree to all the 
concessions that Israel is demanding of it, whereas Israel would not be ready for 
any concession, for any quid pro quo? 


[Answer] We are not asking any concession of Syria. Underlying Philip Habib's 
efforts is the notion that we must return to the situation that existed on the ground 
a few weeks ago, before the crisis erupted. Both sides accepted that situation, 

and no belligerent flareup occurred. Therefore, neither side is being called on 

to make concessions. What is being urged is that certain events which took place 

in recent weeks be erased.

[Question] What is Ierael being called on to erase, as you put it? 

[Anewer] It is too early at this stage to go into details. 

[Question] Can you map out a scenario? 

[Anewer] Yes, but we will not go into details. 

[Question] For example: the Syrians remove the missiles ..'\out any public 
announcements. The Christian militia leaves Zahlah and the Syrians leave the 
peaks of the Sannin Heights. Control passes to the Lebanese Army. While Israel 
for its part agrees to restrict ite aerial activity to the southern Lebanon region 
only, in order to strike at the terrorists, but does not intervene in the fighting 
between the Syrians and the Christians in the north... 


[Anewer] It is too early to go into details. 





[Question] Will Israel accept restrictions on ite air activity in northern Lebanon? 
[Anewer] No. Israel cannot accept that and it will not agree to that restriction. 


[Question] That is, Israel will insist that ite planes be allowed to overfly 
both the north and the south? 


[Anewer] We have not been asked to agree to such a restriction. The conception 
of the status quo ante includes no such limitation. The status quo had lasted for 
a long time before the outbreak of the crisis, and had not caused a flareup. This 
is the idea now too: to return to a situation which is neither peace nor var, 

but with which both sides can live with for a long time, without any flareup. 

Even before the present crisis erupted, air force planes overflew northern Lebanon. 
To return to the status quo ante means that they may fly everywhere they flew 
before the crisis broke out. 


[Question] I am aware of your warm attitude toward the prime minister, and I 
value that attitude. But I am bound to ask you: a national consensus, which 

is the reflection of national unity, is in a war a priceless weapon. When 

Mr Begin transforms the Knesset into an arena for sparring with the opposition 

in the election campaign, lashes out verbally as sharply as he can, and in offen- 
sive debating style reads from books by Moshe Sharett and Yitzhaq Rabin, and this 
at a time when such important decisions must be made--is he thus contributing to 
a feeling of unity and national consensus? 


[Answer] It was not the prime minister who began this internal battle and this 
debate about the background of the events in Lebanon. Certainly national unity 

is required in Israel's vital security problems. Essentially, there is in fact 

a consensus and there is general national agreement among the large political forces. 
After all, the opposition leader, Mk Shim'on Peres, stated explicitly that the 
diplomatic path must be exhausted, and if that does not help, then other measures, 
including military measures, must be adopted. That expresses precisely the govern- 
ment's policy. However, apparently because the elections are drawing near, and 

in view of the changes that have seemingly occurred lately in public opinion, 

the Alignment leaders attacked the Likud, and especially the prime minister 
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slandered him, and conducted and are still conducting a whispering campaign againat 
him which seeks to stigmatize and humiliate him. The opposition's goal is to 
bewilder the public and to destroy all popular confidence in the country's leader- 
ship. The prime minister had to defend himself against this assault and to respond 
with a counterattack. 


[Question] Even my means of revealing military secrets? Is that not too high a 
price, even in an election campaign? 


[Answer] The prime minister did not reveal any military secrets. Everyone knows 
that weather conditions affect an air force's activity. What military secret did 
the prime minister reveal? 


[Question] Why were former air force officers up in arms? 


[Answer] Those who were interested in slandering, were up in arms. Those who 
have no such aim know that the prime minister did not disclose any military secret. 


[Question] And when the prime minister promises, at a Likud meeting, that Galilee 
residents will suffer only a little longer, and then there will not be even one 
more Katyusha from Lebanon--is that not to reval a secret about Israel's intentions? 


[Answer] Of course not. Is there a government in Israel that would agree to 
Katyusha attacks on the northern settlements? It is certainly the duty of any 
government to prevent attacks on Israeli citizens, and that is what the prime 
minister said. 


[Question] Someone said that when the prime minister descended from the podium 
in the Knesset, following his reply to the political debate, even the cabinet 
ministers were embarrassed... 


[Answer] No one was embarrassed. 


[Question] Generally, when a prime minister delivers such a successful speech, 
the ministers are quick to shake his hand. Did you shake his hand this week after 


his speech? 


[Answer] By chance I did not manage to. The Netherlands foreign minister was 
waiting for me and I hurried to the meeting. 


[Question] Ever since you assumed your office as foreign minister, you have 
faithfully striven to improve Israel's relations with Europe, despite the 
differences of opinion. Is the way to do this through severe personal attacks 

on the president of France and on the West German chancellor? Or perhaps the 

sharp remarks to the Netherlands foreign minister Van der Klaauw "You have shaken 
the hand of ‘Arafat, which is steeped in the blood of Israeli children"--contributes 


to improving relations with Europe? 


[Answer] There is considerable exaggeration in these remarks. Of course we are 
interested in maintaining good relations with all the countries in the world, 
despite the ¢‘**erences of opinion--and this includes the countries of Europe. 

But when the 4.0 chancellor, Helmut Schmidt, made a declaration that shocked 

us all, a strenuous Israeli reaction had to come. I do not think that the exchange 
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of reactions will have any major effect on our relations with furope. Giscard 
d'Eataing ia no longer the president of France, while the Netherlands foreign 
minister was neither offended nor ineulted by the prime minister's remarks. He 
himself said that he had expected a reaction to his meeting with ‘Arafat. 

Mr Van der Klaauw was here not as the Netherlands foreign minister but as the current 
president of the European Community, and he tried to fulfil his mission ase it was 
given him. He knew in advance lIerael's attitude toward what is called the European 
initiative, and when we parted at Lod Airport he reiterated that the differences 

of opinion over thie initiative will not be detrimental to tne good relations 
between Israel and Holland. 


[Question] Why do you not employ a harsh tone against the heads of other countries 
and against their foreign ministers? 


[Answer] Everyone has his own style. I expressed to the Netherlands foreign 
minister my displeasure that he had met with ‘Arafat, and I, along with Foreign 
Ministry personnel, explained to him our opposition to the Community's Venice 
declaration. We also reacted to Chancellor Schmidt's statement, but our Foreign 
Ministry, like other foreign ministries, has ite own ways and forms of expression. 


[Question] Did you suggest to the prime minister that he adopt a mor moderate 
tone? 


[Answer] I frequently speak with the prime minister about Israeli policy and about 
its international relations, and there is generally an identity of views and out- 
looks between us--otherwise we would not be capable of working together. But 
naturally there does not have to be agreement in all nuances, and especially 

not in style and form of expression. 
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FINANCE MINISTER SAYS ECONOMY 'CALMED'

[Text] Finance Minister Yoram Aridor said today that calm now prevails among 

the public regarding fears of price rises, and that despite the criticiem leveled 
at his economic policy he will continue with hie policy of reducing the prices 

of durable goods and of cutting taxes. Our economic correspondent in Tel Aviv, 
Pe'erli Shahar, reporte on the finance minister's remarks. 


[Begin recording) [Aridor] The stage of calming the economy has, in my estimation, 
already been attained. But I do not suggest that we base ourselves on any one 
given monthly consumer price index. Indeed, economic processes cannot be measured 
according to any one specific index. We must measure these processes according to 
an accumulation of indices, according to their accumulated effect throughout a 
certain period. 


[Shahar] The finance minister stressed that the criticism being leveled from 
various quarters at his policy of price reductions contains no actual economic 
analysis. The country's foreign currency reserves have fallen, but have in fact 
increased in the past 3 months, and the government's injection of money into 

the economy during Aridor's term in office has been equal to the revenue in taxes 
in this period. The finance minister explains: 


{[Aridor] We have reached a point where, during the entire period that I have 
served as fin ance minister, when everything is totalled up, we did not inject 

even 1 shekel into the economy in net terms. In February, we absorbed about 700 
million shekels net. In March, the injection was about 330 million shekels. 

In April, the absorption was 200 million shekels. This means that in the February~- 
March-April period, net absorption was over 600 million shekels, without any injec- 
tion.

GOVERNMENT URGED TO HEIGHTEN ROLE IN DEFENSE AFFAIRS

[Report by economic correspondent Shlomo Ma'oz: "Nebanzahl Urges More Government 
Control Over Defense Affairs") 


[Text] The government should be playing a larger role than it is in matters 
concerning the defence budget, military purchases, the army's manpower policy and 
the defence industries, State Comptroller Yitzhaq Nebenzahl told a press conference 
in Jerusalem yesterday. The involvement of the Minist v of Finance in particular 
should be far greater than now, he said. 


The press conference was called to mark the presentation to the Knesset of the 
3let state comptroller's report. It will be Nebenzahl's last, since he is retiring 
at the end of this year. 


The state comptroller had harsh words for Israel's administrative system. There 
is a lack of understanding of orderly administration. In almost every field it 
is possible to point to examples of outstanding accomplishments, but administra- 
tive weakness has damaging effects on policy execution, Nebenzahl charged. 


He said this state of affairs had become clear to him once again while serving on 
the Agranat Commission which investigated the army's state of readiness on the eve 
of the Yom Kippur War. The armed forces did their job well, the comptroller 

said, despite the fact that eouipment was not made available in the field although 
it was stocked in the warehouses. 


These defects stem from not particularly admirable traits in our national character, 
Nebenzahl declared. 


The general attitude towards the state comptroller's reporte has not changed over 
the years, he charged. Specific shortcomings are corrected, he noted, but the 
essential defects remain uncorrected. 


Nebenzahl critically reviewed developments over the past 20 years, while carefully 
avoiding any reference to the period of the present Likud government in view of 
the coming elections. 


Telephones: Although the number of telephone lines grew from 68,000 in 1960 to 
786,000 in 1979, and despite direct dialing to foreign countries with the aid of 
communications satellites, the time it takes to get a telephone is excessively long. 
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Housing: The face of the country has been changed beyond recognition by the large 
number of buildings put up in che last two decades, but there is still a not 
inconsiderable number of slum quarters and “young couples have to be financial 
wizards to purchase a flat." 


‘Aliya': Defective administration has affected immigration and emigration and 
"on these fateful subjects, we will be judged severely by Jewish history." 


Inflation: A cut in public expenditure is a way of beating inflation. Private 
consumption has risen by 250 percent during the past two decades aud public 
expenditure (including defence) by 400 percent. Therefore, there is room for cuts 
even in defence expenditures. 


Exports: The rise in exports has been accompanied by the desire of exporters for 
subsidies and by the government for favourable export statistics. Therefore, it 
is necessary to withstand the temptation of subsidizing exports excessively by 
indirect methods, 


Fuel: The authorities responsible for fuel policy have great power, but the means 
for controlling them are limited. There is a tendency to underestimate the 
possibilities of making a more efficient use of fuel and its saving. 





Military industries: Despite their many positive accomplishments both technological 
and financial, the framing of policy and its implementation should involve greater 
participation of elements outside the defence structure. 


State budget: The national budget has lost its meaning because of the gal loping 
inflation and extra-budgetary activities.

VAN DER KLAAUW MEETS WEST BANK DIGNITARIES

[Text] Dutch Foreign Minister Christoph Van der Klaauw says he got the impression 
from his talks with mayors in Judaea and Samaria that their attitude toward the 
Middle East conflict is more realistic than that of Yasir ‘Arafat. The visiting 
minister said that those mayors, who are busy with everydey problems are interested 
in a quick solution of the conflict. He stressed, howew , that he does not see 
such a solution in the offing. On Van der Klaauw's meetings with West Bank

The Dutch foreign minister received the Arab dignitaries by an assembly line 
method. The meetings took place at the British consulate in East Jerusalem, 
because the Dutch Embassy is no longer in Jerusalem. The mayor of Nabulus, Bassam 
al-Shak'ah, who still walks with difficulty, attracted most of the attention. 

The meetings were described on the whole as courtesy meetings. The European 
Community's envoy has heard various versions of one and the same message. 


[Unidentified voice, presumably al-Shak'ah, in English] So I told him when I was 
saying goodbye to him [words indistinct] your friends for the Israelis and the 
European countries, you are big powers, you should use your influence and pressure 
on the Israelis. 


[Correspondent] The PLO, it will be recalled, rejected the European initiative, 
which Van der Klaauw wishes to promote. The PLO is unwilling to accept any equa- 
tion that recognizes Israel's right to exist. Bassam al'Shak'ah, therefore, 
preferred to bury the European initiative while it is in the making. 


[al-Shak'ah, in English] There is no [word indistinct] in the European interest. 
There is European policy and some European action and from looking for the situa- 
tion in our area. [Sentence as heard] 


[Correspondent] After meetings that lasted for 7 hours, the minister went to the 
correspondents. 


[Van der Klaauw, in English] We can only try to implement the summit's declara- 


tion if there would be the willingness from both the Palestinian and the Israeli 
side to talk to each other and by this implying that willingness. 
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[Question] How did you feel when Prime Minister Begin told you that he won't shake 
your hand because it is covered with the blood of the Israeli children? 


[Answer] He shook my hands with his two hands. 
[Question] But he did tell you... 


[Answer] Listen, naturally I know the Israeli opinion, I know the opinion of some 
of my compatriots too about Arab [word indistinct]. But I think that quite [word 
indistinct] from this, if I am trying on behalf of the 10 to find some elements for 
a solution, that I have to talk to ‘Arafat. We said so in the Venice declaration, 
and so I have done and I am not ashamed of it because I think this is necessary 

in trying to find those elements, but this naturally didn't meet with the approval 
[words indistinct] of Mr Begin. 


[Question] You were not insulted hearing Mr Begin's words about ‘Arafat, about 
your meeting with ‘Arafat? 


[Answer] No, he didn't insult me and I expected him to say this. [End videotape]

MAJORITY BELIEVES ALIGNMENT WILL WIN ELECTIONS

[Mina Tzemah public opinion poll: "The Majority Assessment: The Alignment Will 
Rise" ] 


[Excerpts] In contrast with 45.2 percent of the adult Jewish population who 
believe that the Alignment will still increase its strength before the elections, 
only 19 percent expect its power to decline further in the days remaining before 

the elections. This emerges from the last monthly poll conducted by Dr Mina Tzemah, 
the director of the Dahaf Research Institute, for the MONITIN and KESAFIM magazines. 


The findings regarding the Likud are that 32.5 percent expect its power to rise 
while 33 percent expect it to decline. 


The conclusions of the poll are: 


Overall, the Likud position has not changed. The number of those who expect it 

to increase its strength before election day is more or less the same as the number 
of those who expect it to decline. Even the number of those who expect a big 
upswing or downswing is more or less the same. 


However, the Alignment is perceived to be on the rise. Those who expect it to 

rise to a certain extent are 2.4 times as many as those who expect it to decline, 
and those who expect a big upswing are 4.6 times as many as those who expect a big 
downswing. [Figures in sentence as published] It is interesting to note that among 
the Likud supporters who were polled here, 28 percent estimate that the Alignment 

is expected to increase its power while only 15 percent of the Alignment supporters 
said so about the Likud. 


Another phenomenon emerges from the finding of the poll: a large majority of the 
interviewees do not expect a big swing--either down or up--in the rate of support 
for both lists. The three middle categories--"support will not change" "support 
will grow a little," and “support will decrease a little"--total in 65.1 percent 
for the Alignment and in 77.3 percent for the Likud. 


These are the figures for mid-April when the elections forecast was 46 seats for

Settlers" 


[Text] Attorney-General Yitzhaq Zamir has appointed a special committee to 
coordinate and supervise the investigation of Israeli settlers in the West Bank 
suspected of vigilante activities, assault and vandalism against local Arab 
residents. 


Zamir's action follows a memorandum sent to him last July by 14 leading academic 
jurists at the Hebrew University and Tel Aviv University, including the heads of 
the law faculties, drawing his attention to a long list of incidents involving 
settlers which were, in their opinion, unsatisfactorily dealt with by the military 
authorities and the police. 


The academics emphasized in particular the reorganization of the settlers into 
regional defence units consistent with Chief of Staff Lt Gen Refa'el Eytan's policy 
of “hinterland defence." 


"We view with special gravity the way in which civilians decide for themselves to 
go out on a quasi-military expedition at the end of which, once again by their own 
decision, they return to the ordinary status of civilians" the jurists wrote. 


"Since the creation of the state," the memorandum continues, “the political 
character of the IDF has been maintained. Never has a group of believers and 
supporters of a single political creed been grouped together in one unit...and never 
has the ideological uniformity of a group of soldiers been a criteria in the use 

of arms...in fact...arms have been employed towards ends which the army did not 
stipulate and which must be defined as political." 


The lawyers also complain that many offences committed by settlers acting as 
individuals or as groups have not been investigated at all. “In those cases 
where there was an investigation the files were closed at an early stage because 
of local lobbying by the settlers with the police and the military government or 
on a higher level--in the Knesset or the government." 
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The memorandum refers to at least nine incidents involving alleged attacks by 
settlers on local Arabs, the most spectacular being the smashing of 120 windscreens 
and windows in al-Birah by four settlers from Bayt El on 23 April 1980, The 
settlers were detained while travelling in a vehicle equipped with an army radio. 
They have been brought to trial. 


The memorandum also refers to an incident in spring 1979 when the West Bank military 
governor, Brig Gen Binyamin Ben-Eli'ezer, demanded that set ‘ers from 'Ofra surrender 
their arms after a private policing raid against settlers in Ramallah and al-Birah, 
The settlers refused. 


"The settlers activated a government ‘lobby', primarily through two ministers 
who helped circumvent the military governor's orders," according to the memo. 


The committee appointed by Zamir includes two representatives of the Justice 


Ministry, Yehudit Karp and Mikha'el Kirsch, ae well as representatives of the 
military government and the police.

WEST BANK RESIDENTS FOLLOW LEBANESE CRISIS

[Text] Nabulus, 13 May--The residents of Judaea and Samaria are closely following 
the latest developments in Lebanon and the Israeli-Syrian tension in the wake of 
the missile crisis. They are chiefly following the news broadcasts from the Arab 
countries, and especially from Syrian television, which has of late been received 
clearly in the area. The ITIM correspondent in Judaea and Samaria reports that 
despite the residents’ inner fear of a war, no large buying spree is discernible 
in the shops. Many persons, however, are tending to postpone trips to the 
neighboring countries--especially to Jordan or Lebanon--preferring rather to be 
with their families at this period. 


The Arab papers published in East Jerusalem are divided in their views on the 

crisis. The daily AL-QUDS, which is considered pro-Jordanian, wrote in an editorial 
that the Arab effort must not be wasted in the major war over marginal matters. 

It called for an end to the missile crisis, since this crisis is far from being 

the region's true problem--which is that of the Palestinians. The paper says that 
this dangerous crisis was generated by an inflation of the facts in the field, 

since a few SAM missile batteries cannot pose a threat to Israel. In the paper's 
view, Israel is seeking to convince the world that all it wants is freedom for its 
planes above Lebanon--while totally overlooking the fact that Lebanon, an independent 
state, is master of its own airspace. 


The daily AL-SHA'B, which is identified with the PLO, adheres to the Syrian version 
of events, asserting that the present crisis is not a missile crisis, but an 
internal Lebanese crisis of the quarreling factions there, and that Syria is 
making efforts to get these factions to carry about a majority-based national 
reconciliation.

[Text] Question: Is there still a chance that the cannons will not roar? 


Answer: Certainly. I think we have so far been successful with the political 
moves. I cannot recall when we managed to drive a big superpower like the United 
States into action so rapidly in order to try to settle a conflict not through the 
use of cannons. I can say that the Israeli Government is determined to do every- 
thing possible in order to solve this conflict without resorting to a military 
confrontation. In our last meeting with U.S. envoy Philip Habib, I gained the 
impression that he understands the problem, he understands and agrees with our 
position and behind him stands a superpower capable of proposing a reasonable 
solution. 


Question: On who and what does it depend? 

Answer: In the power of influence of the United States and other countries trying 
to help it as well as on the Syrian president's position. For our party, we made 
it plain to all the parties involved that the status quo ante must be restored. 
Philip Habib also agrees with this. 

Question: And this is our minimum condition? 

Answer: This is our minimum condition. 

Question: We violated the status quo when we downed two Syrian helicopters. 


Answer: The introduction of helicopters into Lebanon as a warfare means changed 
the situation and we saw fit to react. 


Question: Would it not be worth Israel's while to pay a certain political price 
in order to prevent the outbreak of a war? 


Answer: In my opinion, we must do whatever we can in order to prevent a war-- 
and this is exactly what the government decided. However, under no circumstances 
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should we place ourselves in a position of weakness which would inetigate Syria 
or other countries in the area to make further moves. It ie better to deal with 
acte of hostility or with a change of the eatatus quo in a timely manner because 
at a later stage it will be much more difficult to do so,

there is no national consensus? 


Answer: The leader of the Alignment, Shim'on Peres, has unambiguously stated 
that the missile issue should be dealt with. A consensus existe in the leraeli 
Government that the Syrian missiles should not be allowed to remain in Lebanon. 

I am aware of all the risks but, as the poet David Shim'oni wrote: "Nothing 
supports evil more than weakness." The Syrians may interpret our inactivity as 
weakness. The fact that they launched missiles against our planes this week 
indicated that they have begun to misinterpret the situation--and they had better 
learn soon that they are mistaken. 


Question: Have preparations for war been discerned in Syria? 


Answer: Certainly.

COMMENTATOR ON STRATEGIC OBJECTIVES IN LEBANON 
TALS0750 Tel Aviv HA'ARETZ in Hebrew 15 May 81 pp 13, 20 
[Commentary by Ze'ev Schiff: "The Strategic Objectives in Lebano ") 


[Excerpt] Israel has three main strategic objectives in Lebanon. It is from these 
objectives that operative goals, such as freedom of flight for Israeli planes in 
Lebanon, derive. The first objective is to prevent the creation of an offensive 
infrastructure against Israel in Lebanon, and to prevent Lebanon's becoming a 
confrontation state. A second strategic objective is to restrict the PLO's freedom 
of action in Lebanon. The third objective relates to southern Lebanon only, to 
the area bordering on Israel. In any final solution, Israel must insist that the 
southern area be demilitarized as regards terrorists and hostile forces. Therefore 
we must insist that the status quo in southern Lebanon not change even in this 
interim period. Such a change is liable to affect Israel's ability to defend its 
northern border and Galilee, and to enable the enemy to draw closer to vital stra- 
tegic targets in Haifa Bay. 


It is over these objectives that Israel's confrontation in Lebanon is being 
conducted. This is the reason for our opposition to the moving of missiles into 
Lebanon, for our readiness to assist the Christians in the north and Haddad's 
militia in the south, and for our strenuous demand for a certain freedom of flight 
over Lebanon--whether as part of the ongoing war against the Palestinian terrorists, 
or for monitoring of the Syrian infrastructure and an early warning about any 
movement from that direction. 


The objectives of the Palestinians and of the Syrians in Lebanon conflict with 
Israel's objectives. It was the Palest/nians who more than anyone contributed to 
the change in Lebanon's political status quo. They turned the country into a base 
for war and sabotage against Israel, and they are interested in entangling Syria 
and Israel in another war. As for Syria, even without any connection with its 
war with Israel, it seeks to take over Lebanon, and to this day maintains no 
diplomatic relations with Beirut. Following its invasion of Lebanon, Syria 
effectively annexed that country's eastern district and built a military infra- 
structure there. A similar process is now underway in the Tripoli area. In 
addition, the Syrians maintain indirect control over the PLO's military infra- 
structure. While Syria is not waging an ongoing war against Israel--as are the 
terrorists--it is obvious that Damascus is developing a military option against 
Israel. Many Israeli and foreign strategists maintain that a war between Israel 
and Syria is just a matter of time. 
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These developments once more give rise to the question of whether it is better if 
the Syrians are in Lebanon, since this means ites unite are dispersed over large 
areas, or whether this does not in fact pose considerable latent dangers. When 
what is involved is a military clash under the current deployment and given today's 
political circumstances, Israel ought to be pleased that the Syrian Army is 
dispersed, For the long term, however, a negative dynamic is evolving. It has 
evolved before our eyes ever since the first Syrian battalions arrived in Lebanon. 
From a policing force, the Syrian force became a strategic threat. Today the 
anti-aircraft missile batteries are in the al-Biqa' region, but tomorrow they may 
well be in additional areas of Lebanon. And even if the Syrians have surface-to- 
surface missiles whose range covers Israel all the way to the Negev, Israel can 
under no circumstances agree to their artillery being positioned in the future in 
southern Lebanon within range of a key strategic target such as Haifa Bay. There- 
fore those who opposed in principle the consolidation of the Syrian Army in Lebanon 
and viewed this as a major future hazard--these persons were headed by Lt Gen 
Refa'el Eytan--were right. 


It is true that in the past, too, the Syrians had the ability to fire missiles at 
Israeli planes that were overflying the a)-Biqa' region. They stuck to the rules 
of the game and did not fire at Israel! aircraft flying over Lebanon. And Israel, 
too, carried out its flights under certain restrictions that it set for itself. 

In the course of time, the Syrians dep oyed more batteries in the border zone, 

but continued to maintain the quiet. They broke the rules in April--after the 
downing of the helicopters--when they introduced missile batteries into Lebanon 
and when they fired several missiles this week from Syrian territory at an Israeli 
plane overflying al-Biqa'. 


Even if the Syrians are right in .laiming that it was Israel that was the first 
to break the rules of the game by downing two of their helicopters that were 
attacking the Christians, their reaction--the emplacement of the missiles--would 
not be accepted by Israel. They expanded their offensive infrastructure into 
Lebanon and fired missiles in order to restrict Israel's freedom of flight over 
al-Biqa’. For the time being, the air force can continue its war against the 
terrorists in southern Lebanon, but it must be taken into consideration that once 
there was a deviation from the principle of the red line, additional steps could 
ensue in the future. 


Nor can another principle be disregarded: that of Israel's early-warning capability. 
Some will regard this as merely a matter of prestige. But it should not be made 
light of. The moment Israel fixed a clear red line and the other side crossed 

it without being deterred from doing so, it may be assumed that further steps 

would be taken in the future. Today it is anti-aircraft missiles, tomorrow it 

will be an armor and artillery force that will be stationed closer to the border; 
and after that, an Iraqi force that will deploy in Jordan and on the eastern 

front. Anyone who flinches from adhering to his casus belli on a relatively 

"small" matter such as three missile batteries, will certainly flinch when it will 
come to several Iraqi divisions taking up positions on our border. So the question 
is not just whether the air force can operate against the terrorists in our [struggle] 
against them in southern Lebanon. 


But thic 4ces not mean that we have to bang our head against the wall. Even on 
this sensitive issue, a more appropriate indirect approach can be chosen. The 
Syrians are signaling in several directions. On the ome hand they are firing 
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missiles, reinforcing their batteries and issuing tough statements, On the other 
hand, they have hinted to the United States and to the Netherlands that they intend 
to continue with the negotiations and solve the crisis peacefully. At thie time, 
there is no decisive evidence as to which tendency will win out. Tt would appear 
that in Syria, too, there is a debate among the top echelons, and «at not everyone 
there is happy about al-Asad's moves and the risk he has assumed at this time, 


We must be particularly alert to the possibility that al-Asad will, in the end, opt 
for a limited military clash in Lebanese territory (the mor so when Israel has 
declared that there is no reason for a war to erupt, because we do not want a 

war). If such a clash can be transformed into a war of attrition against Israel 
from Lebanon, the Soviets will also have an interest in this. Their objective may 
be a war of attrition using the advanced missiles--which can be reinforced in large 
quantities from the Soviet Union--against the Israeli Air Force. In such a 
confrontation, the Russians will want to test the missiles and get Israel and the 
United States to reveal the weapons and the electronic systems against the missiles 
that they may have developed since the Yom Kippur War. 


The loss of a few dozen missile-launchers and the shedding of Syrian blood does 

not worry them. And if we note how al-Asad's legions execute hundreds of Syrians, 
it is very doubtful whether a few hundred battlefield deaths will decer the 
Damascus government. All this must be taken into consideration with respect to a 
military operation--which was postponed once due to weather conditions and then 
because of political circvastances. The element of surprise has largely been lost. 
Now we must place the emphasis on quiet diplomacy. We must dampen the tension 

and await developments.

EXTREMISM ON RISE AMONG NEGEV BEDOUIN

[Text] Political extremism is on the increase among the Bedouin in the Negev 
because of the activism of the Green Cruiser and the deterioration of the tradi- 
tional frameworks. 


The Bedouin in the Negev are pictured in the imagination of many as a wild people 
and scofflaws, whose flocks destroy the vegetation and who themselves seek to 
dominate the lands of the state. Not many do know that a community as loyal as 
they have been to Israel, does not exist, that many hundreds of its sons volun- 
teered for the IDF and for the security services, of which many were killed and 
wounded. 


Militant groups and extremist opinions had no entree to the tents of the Bedouin 
in the Negev. The leaders of the Bedouin were not members of political parties, 
with the exception of a single shaykh who has been serving for the past 20 years 
as a member of the MAPAM central committee. Among the symbols of loyalty to the 
state was the voting in the elections for the ruling party. The shaykhs deter- 
mined how their people would vote and the shaykh would customarily distribute 
the paper ballots before admittance to the polling booth. 


Over the years the status of the shaykh has diminished and the patriarchal 
authority has died out progressively. The intellectual class has increased 
significantly and the number of youth economically dependent upon their parents 
has diminished. The place of the old shaykhs was taken by the middle generation. 
But these inherited from their predecessors merely the title of shaykh and not 
the influence and the authority. 


Gradually, but thoroughly, the Bedouin learned the political system in Israel. 
They become aware that representatives of the regime's parties came to visit 
them before elections, handed out promises and even threatened, in order that 
the proper ballot be placed in the polling booth. The next meeting with repre- 
sentatives of the parties took place after a lapse of 4 years--in anticipation 
of the new elections. The influence of the radical parties was minimal. The 
Bedouin knew how to determine on which side his bread was buttered. He under- 
stood that the extremist parties and groups are incapable of helping him and 
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would customarily cite the Bedouin adage: "Who is entitled to eat the lamb? 
Only he who has come to the defense of the lamb's mother!" 


In recent years the government--beginning with the ALIGNMENT government and con- 
tinuing through the LIKUD government--undertook actions which were called 
"enforcement of the laws of the state." The black goat law, which came to the 
world at the beginning of the decade of the fifties, was in practice applied 
only during the past 5 years. The exodus of Bedouin from be Negev to the 
country proper, to seek pasture or to find employment, had been going on for 
years. But the drastic activities to return them to the Negev have been under- 
taken only during the past 5 years. 


During this period, vast areas of the Negev were proclaimed "nature preserves" 
and were closed to the Bedouin and their flocks. After the signing of the peace 
treaty with Egypt and the start of the Sinai evacuation, other expanded regions 
in the Negev were established as "fire areas," wherein, also, it was forbidden 
for any Bedouin and their flocks to remain. At the same time, lands were 
expropriated and ordinances for the demolition of structures were carried out. 


The Cruiser Promoted Extremism 


The laws of the state should be enforced and the guilty should be tried. The 
question is: How is the goal to be implemented? During the time of the military 
authority there was a policy of roam and ordain. The inflexible military 
authority concerned itself also with grazing, with water and with employment. 
Today, the ordain has disappeared and the roam has remained. The Green Cruiser 
is the implementing arm on which has been thrust responsibility for enforcing 

the laws of the state. Had the Israeli regime been granted authority to detain 
suspects as well as to try them and to punish them--a storm would have blown up 
in the state. The Green Cruiser was granted almost unlimited authority, and 
often even disregarded court rulings. 


I have already written about the activities of the Green Cruiser in the Negev. 
I have described its violent activities and cautioned that they would cause a 
rift between the Jews and the Bedouin and bring on an extremism in their posi- 
tions. And in fact, the activities of the Green Cruiser, the promises which 
were never kept, the expropriation of lands, the demolition of buildings, the 
lowering of the status and the authority of the shaykhs--all of these brought 
about an extremism and a driving of many Bedouin into the arms of the militant 
movements. 


All of the parties and the lists struggling for the Knesset compete for the 
acquisition of votes of the Negev Bedouin. But today--3 months before the 

elections--there stands out the activism of the militant Arab groups whose 

activists are studying at the Ben Gurion University in the Negev. Some 240 
Arab students are studying at Ben Gurion University, most of them from the 

center and the north of the country and a minority of them Bedouin from the 
Negev. They are organized in two groups: RAKAH and TALAM, the latter also 
known by its name: Progressive National Movement. 
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In contrast to the members of HADASH or RAKAH, who speak of coexistence with the 
State of larael, the other group denies the right of existence to the state and 
ite members see themselves as citizens of the Palestinian estate “in which Jews, 
Muslime and Christians will live in amity.” The struggle between the two groups 
within the walle of the university is most acute and 2 weeks ago a fracas erupted 
between them in which a number of students were injured. 


The etruggle ia not ideological alone, and turns also on the influence and the 
attainment of hegemony over the Bedouin tribes and particularly over the students 
in post-elementary schools. the activists of the movements have already suc 
ceeded in penetrating the post-elementary schools in Rahat and in Tel Sheva but 
have encountered obstacles in the school at Khasiffa which lies within the 
jurisdiction of the Abuer°bi' ah tribe. 


They seize every opportunity to strike out at the state. The Green Cruiser, by 
ite activities, abete them. The shaykhe and the ambitious young Bedouin who 

seek to achieve positions of power and influence, attempt to battle them by means 
of the extremiam of their positions. 


On a Wave of the Religious Revival 


Among these youth, Nuri, an energetic and ambitious Bedouin from one of the 
tribes which relocated to Lydda several years ago, stands out. He is not polit- 
ically identifiable, and he does not hold a membership card in a party. He 
Organizes various groups for protection of Bedouin rights and demonstrates a 
tactical talent which should not be underestimated. 


He is not a member of RAKAH, but appears on one rostrum with its activists. He 
is not traditional or religious, but does not hesitate to ride the rising wave 
of religion. Recently he made an incursion on a Friday with a group of eight 
Bedouin to the municipal museum of Beersheba, which is set up in a mosque, to 
conduct prayer there. 


Ir contrast to the Arab students with the “progressive” opinions, Nuri has also 
succeeded in exploiting for his purposes the religious revival which has taken 
place among the Negev Bedouin following the Khomeyni revolution. To this revolu- 
tion have adhered also youth who have begun sprouting beards, wearing robes and 
a number of them even achieving the title haj, after visiting the city of Mecca. 
They have converted the culture auditorium of Tel-sheva into a mosque and in 
secret councils speak of “enemies of the Prophet"--the Jews. 


The affair of the Bedouin woman who was killed by a soldier's bullet during the 
evacuation of Bedouin from a firing area, serves as grease for the axles of 

those who would acquire influence and sympathy among the Bedouin. Arab students 
in the university disseminated leaflets and demanded a trial for "the murderer"-- 
the chief of staff. 


At a protest meeting over the death of the woman, initiated by RAKAH in 
Beersheba, there sat on the stage--as invited guests--two Bedouin shaykhs. At 
another meeting, intended as an organizing meeting in anticipation of the 
elections, which also was initiated by RAKAH, there sat on the dais Bedouin 
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shaykhe and in the audience were visible many students of Arab post-elementary 
achoola, 


The assassination of Knesset Member Hammad Abu-Rabi'a hae unified the Bedouin 
tribes. but thie unity ia falling apart ae election day nears. Shaykhe and 
tribal chieftaina who eat in friendship after the assassination of Shaykh Hammad 
and shook hands for unification of Bedouine--do not speak to one another today. 
In today's situation, it would appear that in the race fc. ‘'e Knesset not a 
single one of them will reach the finish line and the prospects are great that 
ie power of the RAKAH in the Negev, negligible in the past, will increase in 
the elections for the Tenth Knesset to a considerable degree. 
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ARAB STUDENTS AT HEBREW UNIVERSITY OPPOSE ZIONISM

{Text} The administration of the Hebrew University presented a complaint to the 
dean of discipline against the Arab students who are behind the proclamation which 
was distriluted day before yesterday at the Mount Scopus campus calling for a 
general war on Zionism and for identification with the organization for the 
Liberation of Palestine. 


The proclamation, written in Arabic, was distributed day before yesterday covertly 
among tens of Arab secondary students who had come from throughout the country 
for the entrance examinations to the university. 


It is known that the Committee of Arab Students had requested from the dean's 
office approval to set up “a publicity platform for Arab students coming to be 
tested in the psychometric examinations," and created the impression that they 
wished to disseminate information on examinations, scholarships, etc. 


The proclamation says, among other things: “Our enemies are strong and bear 
modern arms and have at their disposal all of the might and the means, something 
which obligates us, the Palestinian nation, wherever it may be, to wage war 
against our enemy on all levels, the political, the military and the cultural." 


The proclamation further discusses the need for national unity in order to 
achieve rights of the Palestinian nation and repel fascism. "This struggle of 
ours," it is emphasized, “is an integral part of our struggle against Zionism, 
imperialism, and Arab reactionary-ism, under the leadership of the PLO--the 
sole legitimate representative of the Palestinian nation wherever it may be." 


Sharp Responses 


Responses to the proclamation were sharp. A spokesman for the university, Benny 
Mushkin, reported that the services of the dean for the Arab Committee have been 
terminated pending clarification of the matter (services of the dean include 
granting approval for activism on campus, lecture halls, and the like).

The Student Federation in Jerusalem demands immediate suspension for members of 
the Arab Committee who distributed the proclamation, as was done, according to 
them, for lesser breaches of order than thie.

WEST BANK LOANS GUARANTEED--Government guarantees for commercial bank loans to 
residents of the administered territories were approved Tuesday by the Knesset 
Finance Committee. A maximum of 1S40m will be allocated for the guarantees, which 
are aimed at reducing dependence on financial aid from hostile elements abroad. 
The military government had pointed out that the PLO had acquired political and 
economic influence in the territories through the assistance it had given. Last 
year that aid was eight times greater than that provided by the government. The 
guarantees will cover the entire amount of loans which go unpaid for political 
reasons, and up to 90 percent of those unpaid for financial reasons. But they 
will only cover up to a maximum of 50 percent of the combined total of the latter.

COST OF LIVING INDEX UP--The cost of living index rose by 10.7 percent last month. 
The main reason for the steep rise was due to increases in all consumer items. 

The price of clothing and footwear rose by 41 percent; housing costs were up by 

17 percent and home maintenance rose by 21 percent. The 10.7 percent figure is 
the fourth highest cost of living index recorded since the establishment of the 
state. Since the beginning of the year, the index has risen by approximately 31 
percent, which is about equal to the same period a year ago. The average rate of 
inflation so far this year is 7 percent a month. Our reporter says the 10.7 figure 
surprised economic circles since the Finance Ministry had hoped for a much lower 
index due to the price reductions on durable goods.

[Text] Yesterday's election of Francois Mitterrand as the new French president 
and the upcoming change in the French leadership raise numerous questions about 
the future of Arab-French relations on the one hand, and the French stand on the 
Middle East crisis on the other. 


Beginning in the era of the Fifth Republic, during which Gen Charles de Gaulle 
became the president of France, a big change has been noticed on France's stand 

on various world issues, particularly on the Arab world's causes. The principles 
of French policy regarding the Arab-Israeli conflict began to crystallize and have 
been improving since then. France's international weight, distinguished stand and 
influential membership in the EEC made the Arabs hope that France, together with 
its European sister states, would play a more balanced and positive role in the 
efforts to solve the Middle East issue. 


Jordanian-French relations have also developed to a noticeable extent under the 
Fifth Republic. Jordanian-French friendship now stands as an example of building 
international telations on a balanced basis and on principles of mutual respect. 


France's stand on the Arab cause has definitely contributed to further developing 
Arab-French relations, particularly since France has abstained from the colonialist 
trends woich prevailed during the reign of the previous republics. 


We hope that the distinguished relations between the Arab states and France, 
particularly our friendly bilateral relations, will continue and will further 
develop in favor of the interests of the Arab world and France as well. 


Under the current change in France, we stress our hope that the slogans which were 
raised during the presidential electoral campaign will not affect President-elect 
Mitterrand's policy on the Middle East cause. We also hope that those slogans will 
never constitute the basis of an attempt to reconsider Arab-French relations, which 
so far have achieved substantial results for both sides in the political and 
economic spheres. 


So, on the threshold of the new reign in France, we hope that the French Government 
will continue to promote its relations with the Arab nation and that it will 
preserve its distinguished stands, within the EEC framework, on the Palestinian 
cause.

BUBLYAN BRIDGE PLAN--Bouygues has just signed a 230-million-franc contract 
for the construction in 2 years of a bridge between Kuwait and Bubiyan. The 
importance of this contract derives neither from its cost (relatively modest 
for a firm like Bouygues) nor from the usefulness of the project, which is 
negligible, its justification for Kuwait being essentially the symbolism held 
by this island of mud located across from the mouth of the Shatt al-Arab 
waterway. Actually, what is novel about this is the construction technique 
to be employed. In this bridge, entirely of concrete and 2,500 meters long, 
the two spans which compose it are in fact joined by a light and inclined 
insert pier--no longer by (closed curtain walls over the spandrel openings?). 
This technique, which has a duly registered patent, calls for prefabricating 
light, triangular structures and a prestressing system as yet little used. 

It allows a 40-percent savings in the amount of cement traditionally used for 
this type of project and reduces by about 20 percent the total cost of the 
project.

‘ALI NASIR ANALYZES SIGNIFICANCE OF SPECIAL YSP CONGRESS 
Beirut AL-NIDA' AL-USBU'I in Arabic 22 Mar 81 pp 18-21

minister: “In Defense of Revolution"7 


[Text7 The year 1980 witnessed an extremely significant event in the life of our 
party, the YSP /Yemeni Socialist Party7, and our people. Long before convocation 
of the congress which was held 12-14 October, the attention of our country's 
toi'-rs had turned to this congress in eager and joyous anticif tion of the acti- 
vitics of the highest partisan body in our country. The country was wrapped from 
end to end by an organized preparation campaign in honor of the congress. The 
workers, farmers, soldiers and all the toilers expressed in this campaign, through 
their constructive efforts and creative initiatives, their devoted loyalty to the 
revolution and the homeland and their resolution to march forward under the leader- 
ship of their glorious political vanguard, the YSP. 


Our party's special congress was held 2 years after the /Ordinary7 congress ir 
accordance with a special resolution issued by the party. The congress was held 
under the slogan of “let us struggle in defense of the Yemeni revolution, to imple- 
ment the 5-year plan and to realize the Yemeni unity." This slogan underlined the 
nature of the fundamental action we carried out in the period between the two con- 
gresses, overcoming serious difficulties and confronting the threats on the domestic 
and external fronts. 


The delegates discussed the report of the YSP Central Committee, approved it 
unanimously and urged all the partisan organizations ana all the party members to 
seek guidance in their practical action from the conclusions, recommendations and 
instructions contained in ft? report. 


Foreign Policy Issues 


The congress noted that the experience of the preceding years confirmed the soundness 
of the PDRY's foreign policy line which relies basically on the principles of 
peaceful coexistence among states with different social and political systems and 

of internationalist solidarity with the strugglers for freedom, peace, democracy and 
socialism in all parts of the world. The main direction of the YSP and of our state 
at the international level is to create external conditions suitable for realizing 
the tasks of the democratic national revolution in a socialist direction and for 
building a new and happy life for the toiling people. At the same time, we find it 
our internationalist duty to continue to advance the maximum aid and support possible 
for the strugglers against colonialism, imperialism, fascism and racism. 
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A turn toward the worse has developed in the international situation and the 

Clouds of military danger are reremerging in our planet. In the light of these 
conditions, it becomes extremely essential to revitalize and expand the struggle in 
defense of the peace and security of peoples and to foil the fatally dangerous 
schemes of the most aggressive imperialist circles. This is the fundamental task 
whose realization is objectively compatible with the interests of the broadest 
social groups, regardless of how diverse are their positions toward the ideological 
and political issues. 


On the Arab arena, we have witnessed the intensifying assault of imperialism, 
Zionism and local reaction. These forces are trying to wipe out at any cost the 
gains of the Arab peoples’ Liberation struggle, to torpedo the national independence 
and sovereignty of these peoples, to entrench and expand their political, economic 
and military domination in the Middle East, to perpetuate the Zionist control of 
Palestine and of the other occupied Arab territories, to liquidate the Palestinian 
issue and to lift it out of the agenda. These forces also want to drive a wedge 

in the relations of strategic alliance between the Arabs struggling for freedom and 
independence on the one hand and the world revolutionary forces, especially the 
socialist countries led by the great Soviet Union, on the other hand. 


The imperialists and their supporters resort to all the means and methods to realize 
their aspired goals. Their efforts are directed primarily at sabotaging and torpedoing 
the national regimes in the Arab countries. They exert political and economic pressure 
on these regimes, organize sabotage activities against them and encourage and support 
the overt and covert anti-revolutionary elements, including those trying to hide 

behind the mask of religion. Occupying a prominent place in the tactics of world 
imperialism at present are the plots to deepen the division between the various 

Arab states and between the national and progress se factions in the Arab world, to 
incite rancors and clashes between then and to divert their attention toward con- 
flicts with a sectarian, religious and regional character. At the same time, the 
imperialist countries, especially the United States, are flexing their muscles and 

to amassing large numbers of military naval units in the Indian Ocean and the Arabian 
Sea, are setting > military bases in our area and are trying to form military axes 

and alliances in it. 


Our party views the conclusion of treaties between Oman, Somalia and Egypt on the 
one hand and the United States on the other giving the latter military “facilities, 
including the construction and use of military bases, and the holding of joint 
“maneuvers” between the Egyptian army and the ill-reputed US rapid-deployment 

forces as an immense danger to the security and sovereignty of the area's states. 
While escalating the tension and fabricating regional conflicts, the imperialists 
are trying to create the conditions for military intervention with the aim of 
occupying the sources of oil in the Near and Middle East and of stifling the liberation 
movement of the area's peoples. The PDPY supports a peaceful resolution of the 
Iran-Iraq conflict which is against the interests of both peoples, which diverts 
them fron the struggle against the common enemy--imperialism, Zionism and reaction-- 
and which results in nothing other than providing the pretexts for open imperialist 
intervention. 
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The Camp David scheme continues to be the fundamental link in the policy seeking to 
Strike the Area. national liberation movement. But thanks to the firm struggle of 
the Arab peoples, primarily of the Palestinian people and of the national and pro 
gressive circles in the Arab world, and especially the members of the Steadfastness 
and Confrontation Front, the plotters have found themselves in deep isolation. 
Endeavors have been made recently to get Camp David out in ite dilemma. Perhaps tre 
European initiative has been the most dangerous of these endeavors. This initiat 
is being portrayed as the proof of a “fundamental tranef: ion” in the positic: 
of the imperialist West Buropean states. Our party sees in the Buropean initiative 
nothing that is in conflict with the Camp David line bur rather considers it an 
extension of this line. This initiative flows into the course of the endeavors to 
destroy the etruggle of the heroic Palestinian people for their legitimate nationa! 
rights. 


The violent onslaught of the imperialist, Zionist and reactionary forces raises 
primarily the task of consolidating the Arab world's national factions and of 
bolstering the struggle solidarity in the area on a progressive and anti-imperialist 
basis. 


Our country will continue in the future participating with all the means in the 

joint actions of the Arab countries and in helping to find the most effective means 
and methods of cooperation and of coordinating the efforts to foil the plots being 
hatched against them. At the same time, we believe that such steps as the holding 

of the Amman summit last November in the absence of the fundamental parties con- 
cerned--the PLO, Syria and Lebanon, as well as Libya, Algeria and the PDRY--torpedo 
the pan-Arab solidarity and provide the opportunity for the US imperialism and for the 
parties involved in the Camp David transaction to realize their criminal ends. 


Consolidation of the struggle relations between the Arab national liberation movement 
and the socialist countries, especially the Soviet Union, is considered a fundamental 
condition for developing this movement and for bolstering its role in the inter- 
national revolutionary process. Our relations with the socialist bloc have, both 

at the governmental and partisan levels, witnessed considerable development in the 
period following the YSP's first congress. The acceptance of the PDRY as an 

observer in the Economic Solidarity Council {presumably Comecon/, the exchange of 
visits by government and party leaderships, the conclusion of important agreements 
on political, economic and other issues and the signing of the friendship and 
cooperation treaties with the Soviet Union and the GDR have been bright examples 

of the high level reached by our relations with the socialist countries. The 
firmness of these bonds of friendship and cooperation is the result of the fact 

that they respond to the objective needs of the development of the revolutionary 
process in our country, to "he tasks of the Yemeni revolutionary movement and to the 
interests of the liberation struggle of all the Arab countries. 


As for the issue of the unity of the Yemeni soil--a unity inscribed on our party's 
banner as one of the sublimest goals of our Yemeni revolutionary movement--the con- 
gress reaffirmed continuation of the struggle to realize this unity by peaceful 
means, on democratic bases and in a manner that embodies our Yemeni people's hopes 
and aspirations to realize their progress and to preserve their independence and 
sovereignty. Realizing the Yemeni people's unity will become an enormous incentive 
for our people's social progress. This noble issue cannot be resolved without a 
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correct understanding of the nature of the balance of torces and the nature of the 
influence of the social forces aspiring to achieve this unity without disregarding 
the sentimental and idealistic view toward this issue which is dear to the heart of 
every Yemeni. We are aware that the imperialist and reactionary forces will not stop 
their plotting against the hopes of our people and against the noble goals of our 
party because this would be at the expense of their domination and influence. This 
is why these forces will continue to exert efforts tu entrench the division, to 
preserve the fragmentation, to incite sedition, to push the Yemeni people toward 
interfighting and to plant mines on the path of dia.ogue, rapprochement and coordi- 
nation, We are also aware that the realization of our Yemeni people's aspired 
unity will constitute an actual contribution to entrenching security and stability 
in the area, will be an important step in bolstering the struggle of the area's 
peoples against imperialism, Zionism and reaction and will be a path toward a pro- 
gressive Arab unity. 


Economic Development Tasks 


The issues of the development of the country's national economy were analyzed deeply 
and comprehensively at the congress. The outcome of this analysis was the formu- 
lation of measures founded on firm scientific bases to overcome the difficulties 

and to eliminate the deficiencies emerging during the course of the practical appli- 
cation of the party's policy in the field of . sonomic building and of raising the 
living standard of the popular masses. 


The congress asserted that we were able, under difficult conditions, to realize 
planned and growing progress whose tangible results have constituted the proof of 
the soundness of the path that we have chosen. The first 1974-78 five-year plan and 
the first year of the second 1979-83 plan were implemented andthe plan for the 
second year /Of the 1979-837 plan was prepared. 


The gross social production rose during the years of the first five-year plan at an 
average of 51 percent, the national income rose at an average of 43 percent and the 
per capita income rose at an average of 25 percent. Industrial production rose by 
167 percent, agricultural production by 33 percent and fishing production by 137 
percent. The construction volume rose 4.2 times, commodity shipping 3.3 times and 
trade 2.1 times. 


A serious change occurred in the structure of the national economy, considering that 
the share of the state sector of the social production rose from 24.6 percent in 1973 
to 52 percent in 1978 and t'.at of the joint sector from two percent to 6.2 percent 
whereas the share of the private sector dropped from 61.3 percent to 30.4 percent. 
The share of the cooperative sector remained practically unchanged and within the 
limits of ll-1l2 percent. 


The above facts indicate that the state sector has become the main force in the 
development of the national economy. The YSP views the future strengthening of this 
sector, as a politically and economically guided sector, as a fundamental condition 
for successful progress in resolving the tasks of the democratic national revolution 
in a socialist direction, as a means of weakening subservience to the world capitalist , 
market and a fundamental link for cooperation with the socialist bloc countries. 

We do not exaggerate when we say that inasmuch as we succeed in securing the work of 
the state sector as a model of the social and economic activity, so much will we be 
able to introduce the concepts of scientific socialism to the minds of the popular 
masses and to strengthen the toilers' confidence in the course followed by the party 
and their ever-growing support for the YSP. 
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Moreover, the cooperatives, as a form of organizing the producers liberated [fron 
the shackles of the semi~feudalist and semi-capitalist exploitation, are one of Lhe 
important gains of the popular masses in our country. However, expansion of the 
collectivization process and its future development are linked to overcoming the 
difficulties that have emerged in recent years. 


During the first fiveryear plan, the cooperative sector remained practically 
unchanged. The reason is due primarily to the fact that the reorganization of tv 
production relations in agriculture and in fishing throug. tie foundation of 
cooperatives was not coupled with an actual development of the producing forces in 
these two sectors. This situation reflected the outcome of the activities of the 
opportunist “leftists” who had not taken into their consideration the special 
characteristic of the cooperative movement and who had enacted numerous measures, 
especially in the sphere of prices, marketing and administrative leadership, which 
caused considerable damage to the cooperative movement. 


The YSP Central Committee and Political Bureau took the necessary measures to correct 
the situation. Emphasis was put on improving the leadership of the cooperatives’ 
economic activity, on careful implementation of the party's instructions and 
resolutions, on developing the producing forces in the cooperative sector and on 
raising the professional level of the workers with the aim of insuring enhanced 
productivity in the collective farms and of strengthening their role in social pro- 
duction. The positive results of these measures appeared in the 1979-80 period and 
will become fully evident in the future. 


There were other obstacles and difficulties that have formed an obstruction in the 
face of the dynamic development of the national economy, primarily the obstacles and 
difficulties generated by the heavy legacy of the colonialist past and the tran- 
sitional nature of the phase undergone by the country. 


After the first YSP congress which approved the fundamental directions of the second 
five-year plan, the PDRY workers proceeded to implement it with great enthusiasm 
because they saw in realization of the planned goals a major step on the path of 
social and economic progress. However, an analysis of the economic activity in 1979 
shows that enthusiasm alone is not enough. A lot depends on management, planning, 
organizing the work, the technical production equipment and on the efficient use of 
equipment and machinery. However, the situation in all these spheres failed to 
respond in the preceding period to the projected requirements. The reason is due 
fundamentally to the fact that the res lutions seeking to correct the economic 
development course and to overcome the existing gaps and flaws often remained mere 
ink on paper. The practical steps to implement those resolutions, in case such 
steps were taken, came very late. As a result, the increase in our country's total 
social product was very small, not exceeding 4.4 percent. These results, which do 
not at all satisfy our aspirations, had a negative impact on the social and economic 
Situation. 


Therefore, the party's special congress, after taking into consideration the resulting 
Situation and the experience of the 2 years following the first congress, as well as 
the fact of the PDRY's accession to the Economic Solidarity Council as an observer--a 
fact which brought into the agenda the task of coordinating our development plans 
with the economic plans of the organization's member states--in view of all of this, 
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the congress discussed and approved the basic directions and indicators of the 
scrutinized second five-year plan for the years 1981-85. The preparation and 
approval of this plan constitutes a new and higher phase in the development of 
economic planning. The plan calls for raising the gross social, product by 61 
percent and the national income by 63 percent. This, naturally, is a difficult 
but completely realistic task. Its realization requires mobilizing all the 
material, fiseal and production resources and capabilities and focusing the attention 
and efforts for resolving the fundamental issues, such as increasing the work pro- 
ductivity, establishing correct ratios between production level and wage rates, 
preparing and distributing the cadres, employing the principles of sound economic 
accounting in a better manner and exerting active efforts to establish a new and 
sound work relationship. 


Entrenchment of our country's progressive regime and enhancing the prosperity of the 
masses depends on the successful implementation of the formulated plans. The 
quality of our work at present will determine our future living standard. Thanks 
to the soundness of the YSP ideological line and political course, to the reliance 
on the creative energy of the toilers and on their enthusiesm and their dedicated 
work to build the new human society and thanks to the sel!less ané comprehensive 
internationalist aid advanced to us by the socialist bloc countries, led by the 
Soviet Union, brilliant results have been realized in the sphere of social and 
economic development. However, this doesn't mean that all issues have been solved. 
It is necessary that efforts be exerted with q.eater determination and persistence 
in order to overcome successiully all the obstacles that emerge on the path of a 
firm national economic structure, 


Bolstering Party's Leadersnip Role 


In their endeavors to torpedo the progressive regimes in the developing countries, 
including the PDRY, imperialism and teaction wager to a great extent on utilizing the 
objective difficulties facing these regimes. This is why the intrinsic element, i.e., 
strengthening the vanguard party and bolstering its leadership role in society, gains 
an important role in developing the revolutionary process against the rising dangers. 
To resolve this issue, the party, armed with the theory of scientific socialism, 

must master the art of guiding the toilers' production and social activity in a 
better manner. The means and methods of partisan and organizational action must 

also be developed and enriched, especially the entrenchment of the party's intel- 
lectual, political and organizational unity and the decisive deterrence of all the 
opportunistic rightist and “leftist” inclinations. Without intellectual, political 
and organizational unity, the new-type vanguard party cannot be actually vanguard 

and cannot be a leading force guiding the revolutionary process toward the desired 
goals. 


The efforts to establish and entrench the principle of democratic centralism in the 
party has always occupied a prominent position in the struggle to bolster our 

party's leadership role. These efforts have helped to strengthen partisan discipline, 
to discover the opportunistic inclinations and to take the measures and steps to 
isolate these tendencies and to prevent the emergence of malignant tumors threatenina 
the soundness of the partisan structure. 
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The 25-26 June 1978" incidents formed a strong incentive to revitalize the efforts 
to establish the revolutionary traditions in the YSP's daily activities and in its 
internal life. Measures were taken to realize tangibly the principles of actual 
collective leadership and of personal responsibility and to eliminate duality and 
parallelism in the action of the partisan and governmental organizations.

/Text/7 Throughout more than a month, the PDRY President has held a series of 
important talks. Since taking part in the Islamic summit in al-Ta'if, he has 
returned to Aden to receive the visiting Amir of Kuwait, has flown to Ethiopia to 
hold talks with the Ethiopian President, has toured the Steadfastness and Con- 
frontation Front countries, namely Syria, Libya and Algeria, where he met with 
their leaders before headiny for Moscow to take part in the proceedings of the 26th 
congress of the Soviet Communist Party at the head of a Sig PDRY delegation. 


AL-NIDA' tried to interview comrade ‘Ali Nasir Muhammad, the YSP /Yemeni Socialist 
Party7 secretary general, chairman of the presidium of the Suprere People's Council 
and the prime minister, for an assessment of the talks that he has held, their goal 
and the role played by the PDRY. 


Comrade ‘Ali Nasir agreed but the numerous preoccupations and the successive 
engagements dictated postponement of the interview which was supposed to take 

place during the 26th congress in Moscow. But the PDRY President's invitation to 
comrade George Hawi, the Lebanese Communist Party secretary general, to accompany 
him on his private plane to Damascus revived the hope of conducting the interview. 
AL-NIDA' was actually able, despite the preoccupation of comrades Nasir Muhammad and 
Hawi with their talks during the flight, to get this important interview in the air. 
Because the time was short, the interview did not cover all matters. However, it 
does shed Light on the prominent role performed by the Yemeni revolution at the 
Arab and African levels. Here is the interview: 


/Question7 The 26th congress of the Soviet Communist Party has come up with 
several initiatives at more than one ‘evel, especially in regard to the Arab area. 
How do you assess the activities of this congress? 
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(Answer7 We congratulate from the bottom of our hearts the Soviet Communist Party 
for the success of the 26th congress. We appreciate highly the Soviet people's 
solidarity with the Arab struggle for national liberation and social change. The 
relations between our two countries have reached a high level in all the spheres and 
are being constantly bolstered according to the will of our two peoples and to 

serve our common goals. 


The 26th congress has been a major historic event. It has discussed not only the 
issues of the Soviet Union's economic and political development and of bolstering 
its defense capability but has also presented an objective evaluation of the inter- 
national situation and its Likely developments. The congress has also presented, 
through comrade Leonid Brezhnev, its general secretary, constructive proposals to 
resolve numerous issues. 


This is in addition to the initiatives concerning the bolstering of peace and 
security--initiatives that respond to the aspirations of all progressive mankind. 


In this respect, we believe that the initiatives to settle the Middle East crisis 
and to guarantee peace and security in the Arab Gulf and the Indian Ocean area con- 
stitute a sound basis to overcome the complex problems of this area. Therefore,

We view the outcome of the activities of the 26th congress as a new success realized 
by the Soviet people and their great party, Lenin's party, in the issue of bolstering 
the positions of the international revolutionary movement, of enhancing its 
reputation and of bolstering the st’ uggle against imperialism. Zionism and reaction 
and for democracy, socialism and peace. 


Real Independence for Gulf Countries 


(Question7 After the Islamic summit, the Amir of Kuwait visited Aden and you held 
talks which were described at the time as successful. How do you evaluate this 
visit? 


/Answer7 The visit of His Highness the Amir of Kuwait to t!* PDRY was an extremely 
friendly visit which crowned the relations between our two countries. We consider 
our relations with Kuwait a model for our relations with the Arabian Peninsula and 
the Arab Gulf states. During the visit, the brother Amir of Kuwait expressed his 
satisfaction with the PDRY positions and policy toward the area's states. We in 
turn reaffirmed the continuation of our constant course of safeguarding the security 


and stability of the area's states and of rejecting any intervention in the 

dome 5+ affaires .* these states. We have launched a well-known initiative that 

seeks to guarantee a real independence for the area's countries and to confront the 
serious dangers surrounding the Gulf and emanating from the escalating US and Western 
intervention generally /in the area/ where the imperialist fleets are roaming, the 
imperialist military amassment is escalating and the vanguards of the US invastion 
forces, the so-called rapid-deployment forces, are arriving. The militarization of 
the area by imperialism, which is plundering the area's resources, poses a real threat 
to the interest of the area's peoples and states to live safely and peacefully. This 
militarization also bears within its folds the seeds of a serious explosion. 
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Provocative Means 


(Question7 Since your initiative calling for the convocation of a summit for the 
states of the Arab Gulf, Arabian Peninsula and Horn of Africa, the imperialist 
military movement around the area has been escalating. There is the call of the 
British prime minister to set up a joint naval force. At the same time, the response 
of the states concerned with the PDRY initiative has been slow. How do you see the 
situation? 


(Answer7 The real interest of the peoples of the Gulf, Arabian Peninsula and Horn of 
Africa can only be secured under the canopy of peace. We believe that transformation 
of the area into an oasis of peace and security is the responsibility of the area's 
peoples alone. Movement by the area to defend the real interests of its peoples is 
the thing capable of deterring the hostile imperialist endeavors. This is the goal 
that we have sought in ovr call for a summit to discuss the military intervention in 
the Gulf and Indian Ocean area. 


As for us in the PDRY, we have sounded the alarm and we will issue another call in 

the future, hoping that the countries concerned will respond. The imperialist 

forces have used and continue to use various means in their terrorist activity 

against the area's states and peoples by threatening to occupy the oil wells, by 
olanting military bases and war fleets and by organiving provocative land, sea and 

a.c maneuvers in the area. The threat is aimed at everybody. This is why we believe 

that Listening to the voice of reason will push us and the adjacent countries 

forward to vefend the interests of all of the area's masses and will, consequently, 

enable us to deter the hostile plans being hatched for open or masked intervention 

in the area. 


Ethiopia and Its Struggle 


{Question7 Your visit to Ethiopia has been the first for quite a while and it wit- 
nessed top-level talks. How do you evaluate the outcome of this visit and the role 
played by Ethiopia in the area? 


(Answer7 The relations between the PDRY and the socialist Ethiopia are friendly 
relatiors that are growing and becoming stronger steadily. The contacts with the 
Ethiopian leaders, whether at the top level or the other levels, have never stopped. 
What binds the two countries and the two peoples are common and important struggle 
issues. 


As for my recent visit to the Socialist Ethiopia, in addition to complementing the 
previous contacts, it derives its importance from the present situation under which 
threats are made against the area and its progressive states. The area is witnessing 
a US onslaught to surround it with a belt of aggressive bases, in addition to the 
major naval presence of the imperialist states. Insofar as we are concerned, the 
socialist Ethiopia constitutes the strategic depth for our revolution. 


During the visit and the talks which we held with comrade Mengistu Haile Mariam, 

we stressed the importance of developing the relations between the PDRY, the 
socialist Ethiopia and the other national and progressive regimes in the area and 
the need to strengthen the relations with the Steadfastness and Confrontation Front 
states. 
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In fact, comrade Mengistu Haile Mariam asserted during the talks that Ethiopia is 
firm in its positions of support for the PDRY, for the struggle of the Arab peoples, 
especially the struggle of the Arab Palestinian people, and for the area's national 
liberation movement in its struggle against the US imperialism and its supporters 
and against the spread of the US bases in the Arab Gulf, the Red Sea and the Horn 
of Africa. 


Moreover, the talks resulted in the conclusion of a number of agreements between 
the two countries which will contribute to raising the level of the bilateral relations 
between them. 


"Options" and Steadfastness States 


(Question/ Your tour of the Steadfastness and Confrontation Front states has been 
received with great interest in the national and progressive circles. How do you 
assess the position and current role of the Steadfastness and Confrontation Front? 


/Answer/ My recent tour in Algeria, Libya and Syria and my talks with President 
Chadli Bendjedid, Col Mu'ammar al-Qadhdhafi, President Hafiz al-Asad and brother Abu 
‘Ammar /Yasir ‘Arafat7 were aimed at revitalizing the Steadfastness and Confrontation 
Front's political, military and information organizations. Continued contact 

between the front's parties is essential to confront the imperialist-reactionary- 
Zionist scheme in the area. We believe it is very important to strengthen the 
front's relations with the world national liberation movement and with the socialist 
bloc countries, led by the Soviet Union--the loyal ally. 


The development occurring in the wake of the halt of the Camp David procession, of 
the doors closed in the face of the treasonous accords, in the wake of the arrival 
of a new US administration in the White House which projects new methods for impc sing 
capitulation on the Arabs with other methods and as a result of the new Zionist 
alternative and "Jordanian option" being prepared in the area, we find that the US 
imperialism persists in its challenge against us, in following the course of 
imposing capitulation /on us/ and in its plans to strike the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinian people. In view of all of this, we believe that these developments 
require the officials of th: Steadfastness and Confrontation Front to rise to the 
level of the responsibility thrown on their shoulders. It is the duty of this 

front to draw up the right plans to confront the flagrantly hostile scheme. It is 
our assessment that this front is capable of paralyzing the hostile plotting at more 
than one level, whether against Syria, the Palestinian revolution, southern 

Lebanon, the Lebanese national movement, Libya, Algeria or against the PDRY. This 
means that unified movement by the front can paralyze the plots whereas fragmented 
movement encourages the hostile alliance to embark on ventures. 


Moreover, we believe that the relationship of the Steadfastness and Confrontation 
Front with the African liberation movement and with the progressive African regimes 
must be bolstered and strengthened because the African liberation movement constitutes 
a depth for our revolutionary movement and because we meet objectively on more than 
one front and in more than one battle against the common imperialist enemy. 


(Question7 Is there a set date for a meeting of the Steadfastness and Confrontation 
Front and at what level? 
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/Anawer/ A call for a meeting of the front is likely. In fact, this proposal has 
been discussed but no date has been set for holding a summit meeting of the front. 
However, a meeting at another level, such as the level of ministers of foreign 
affairs, may occur after a while and after completion of the contacts necessary for 
this purpose. 


Yemen and Its Unity 


(Question7 Where have the relations with San'a' reached and what is new in regard to 
establishing unity between the two parts of Yemen? 


/Answer/ We devote utmost attention to the issue of realizing unity between the two 
parts of Yemen. Unity is the big reply to colonialism and unity is what will 
eliminate the last elements of the artificial division created by the colonialists 
between the two parts of Yemen. To realize this goal which occupies top priority 
in the mind and heart of every Yemeni, be he from the south or the north, the unity 
talks between the two countries /Sic7 are continuing at the level of the committees 
and at any other level, when needed. It can be said now that serious contacts are 
continuing without interruption. Moreover, there is now coordination on numerous 
matters. We in Aden have reaffirmed and continue to reaffirm at all times our soli- 
darity with the brothers in the north against any endeavor for foreign intervention 
in the domestic Yemeni affairs.

FORMER FOREIGN MINISTER KILLED IN ESCAPE ATTEMPT

/Article: “Yemeni Official to AL-WATAN: Muti' Was Not Executed But Killed"/ 


{Text/ Official Yemeni sources have confirmed that Muhammad Salih Muti', the former 
PDRY minister of foreign affairs, was killed. However, the sources have denied 
that Muti’ was executed. 


These sources have told AL-WATAN that the former minister was killed while trying 
to escape prison at the end of last February during President ‘Ali Nasir Muhammad's 
visit to the Soviet Union and that one of the soldiers assigned to guard Muti' was 
also killed in the incident when Muti' was able to surprise him, take away his 
weapon and kill him before clashing with another soldier who shot Muti' dead. 


The official Yemeni source has revealed to AL-WATAN that Muti' had been arrested 
last August and interrogated on his involvement in serious political issues and 
that he was about to be tried on several charges of the sort /political/ but that 
his death has led to cancelling these plans. 


The source also said that Muti' was arrested after the seizure of hand-written 
memorandums he had sent to PDRY ex-President Salim Rubayyi' ‘Ali who was executed 
in Aden in June 19 9. The memorandums contain the details of contacts with some 
Arab circles, including Saudi Arabia and Egypt. The Yemeni official said that the 
memorandums prove that Muti', in agreement with Salim Rubayyi' ‘Ali, lied to both 
countries, s:ch as when he told the Saudi officials that the disagreement between 
Salim Rubayyi' ‘Ali and the members of the Yemeni Socialist Party Central Committee 
was a major disagreement revolving on the bases of the relations with the Soviet 
Union and that Salimayn /Rubayyi'7 intended to liquidate the radical elements in 

the party and the state, led by 'Abd-ai-Fattah Isma'il and ‘Ali Nasir Muhammad, with 
the goal of establishing a conservative or a less radical regime in Aden. 


The official Yemeni source added that despite this, Muti’ was among the most enthu- 
Siastic to oust Salim Rubayyi' ‘Ali and that he had contributed largely to making 
‘Abd-al-Fattah Isma'il resign his post last April. In both cases, says the Yemeni 
official, Muti' aspired to hold the premiership, consiuering that he had led the 
biggest bloc in the Political Bureau and the Central Committee of the Yemeni 
Socialist Party. Had Muti' not been exposed and had documents incriminating him not 
been seized, he would have attained the position he wanted. 


On the other hand, the same source has told AL-WATAN that during his latest visit 
to the Soviet Union, President ‘Ali Nasir Muhammad met with former President 'Abd- 


al-Pattah Isma'il who lives in Moscow at present and that the two {sentence incom- 
plete?7.

KIWALTL LOAN TO IRAQ=-Kuwait's parliament this week approved a $2 billion 
interest«free loan to Iraq to repair damage from seven months of war with Iran, 
parliamentary sources heve disclosed, The loan bill, approved after a three- 
hour closed-door debate in parliament, wae the first public indication that iraq 
needs help to finance ite war with Iran. The war has damaged iraqi industrial 
plants including oi] refineries and power stations. According to Kuwaiti press 
reports, the loan is part of a $14 billion package that iraq is seeking from 
Kuwait, the UAB, Qatar and Saudi Arabia. Before the war began last September, 
Iraq had the world's second largest of] exports afte: Saudi Arabia, and had built 
up an estimeted $35 billion of surplus ofl revenue. The sources said the loan 
was in six instalments, with $500 million due to be paid this gonth and a further 
$300 million in each of the next five aonths. The loan would be repaid in $200 
million instalments between 1983 and 1992 without erest or commission, (Text!

[interview with Engineer ‘Abdallah Rashid al-Kabisi, chief of planning and public 
projects in the Wate Management Division, by Muhammad Hamid ‘Ammar; date and 
place of tnterview ot given) 


[Text] The Water Management Division plays an important and effective role in 
the production, distribution, and provision of water for all citizens and residents 
of Qatar. Thie te ite cask, responsibility, and objective, and it has accomplsihed 
4 great deal in this field. Tt still has projects putting in water distri- 
bution systems in Doha and adjacent areas, work in this area is etill going on in 
to go on as long ae building and urban 
development continue to go on throughout the country, as long ae Qata: depends 
as keeps ite well water in ite « tural 


Al-'URUBAH asked Engineer al-Kabisi a number of questions, to which he graciously 
consented to give illuminating and clear answers. 


Water Turning Yellow 


[Question] Sometimes we see our water having 4 yellowish color. Why does this 
happen? 


[Anewer] In some consumer households the reason that the water is yellow is due 
to the cype of inside water filters used and is also due to their water tanks. 
Both these water filters and tanks are made out of iron pipes. 


There is a high degree of acidity in the distilled water because of the corrosion 
which is found on the inside of these water filters. This corrosion leads to 
the introduction of rust material into the water and changes the nature of the 
water inside these pipes for a brief time, then this phenomenon stops [and the 
water becomes normal again). 


[Question] Vhat, in your opinion, is the solution for getting rid of this 
problem’ 


[Anewer] The solution is to replace the inside water filters with copper pipes 
and to replace the water tanks with plastic water tanks. 











Change in the Water's Taste 


[Question] Sometimes we sense that there is 4 change in the taste of the water. 
Could you tell wa what the reason te for this! 


|Anewer) We have a laboratory which, every day, takes water samples {com the 
water distribution basins, before the water is released to the citisens who 
consume it, and makes analyses of thie water. By doiug thie, the Water Dietribu- 
tion Division keeps track of any change which might take place in the color or 
taste of the water and prescribes the proper treatment for it. 


The Weter Being Cut Off 
[Question] What should a citizen do when the water is cut off in hie home? 


[Anewer) When any citizen's water gets cut off, he should get in touch with the 
authorities in the Water Management Division and inform them of this. They will 
then take the necessary measures, depending on the citizen's particular complaint. 
We have an Emergency Division which is in operation 24 houre a day. The Emergency 
Division's qumber te 325959. It is located in front of the Water Management 
Division's office building. 


24 Million Gallons 

[Question] How many gallons of water are consumed by the city of Doha each day? 
[|Anewer) The amount of water consumed every day totals about 24 million gallons. 
Projects Currently Being Implemented 


[Question] What projects are currently being implemented by the Water Management 
Division? 


[Anewer}] Projects currently being implemented are the following: [The building 
of] undergroudn reservoirs, made of reinforced concrete and with a capacity of 28 
million (gallons) in al-Gharafah and the industrial area of Umm Sa'id; and the 
putting in of water distribution systems and connecting them to new homes in nine 
different areas, which are: the western part of Madinat Khalifah, the western 
coast (A), the employee housing area on the western coast, the area of His 

the Prince'a palace, the al-Qadi area, the southern part of Madinat 
Khalifah (Y), Umm Silal Muhammad, al-Rayyan al-Jadid (A), and al-Ghania al-Jadid 
(B). 


Plans 
[Question] What current plans does the Water Management Division have? 


[Anewer] The Water Management Division has a work plan for developing means of 
storing water in Doha and its environs. The program also includes putting in new 
water distribution systems and constructing new water towers. Also, the program 
includes providing water storage for the needs of our consumers for a period of 

2 days in case any technical damege occurs to our sources of water. 
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We have a budget for the implementation of these projects. So we will be inviting 
bide for the construction of a large qumber of ground-level water reservoirs, 
which are to be made of reinforced concrete, and reinforcec concrete water towers 
similar to the towers which have been recently completed. 


We will also be inviting bide for the work of putting in new water distribution 
systems for seven different areas in Icha, al-Wakrah, and al-Wukayr. 


We expect that during this year most of the homes in Doha, Umm Sa‘id, al-Wakrah, 
and al-Wukayr will be supplied with water by means of the [new] water distribution 
syetemes. 


Changing Doha's Old Water Distribution System 


[Question] What plan does the Water Management Division have for changing Doha's 
old water distribution system? And will you be having probleme in doing thie’ 


[Anewer} Actually the old Doha water distribution system does, without doubt, 
need to be upgraded. This system is about 20 years old. And in view of the urban 
development which has taken place in this area, the capacity of thie water 
setribution system no longer achieves ite objective of meeting the requirements 
of the consumers. In addition to this, we believe that some of the water lines 
in this distribution system have water leakage of between 15 and 25 percent. 
We are working to raise the level of our current services in this area. This 
is being done by constantly keeping up with the work done by the Engineering 
Services Division in the area. For example, whenever a new street is put in, 
we put in new and modern water pipes and get rid of the old water pipes. We 
cannot put in a whole new system [all at once) in thie ares because of previous 
poor planning. 


Future Projects 


[Question] What about the Water Management Division's fucure projects in the 
field of increasing water production? 


[Answer] We have received the approval of His Highness the Prince of Qatar 
concerning expanding the Ra's Abu Fintas project. This means adding four water 
distillation units which produce from 16 to 20 million gallons per day, setting 

up 4 water storage complex which holds 30 million gallons, and adding an additional 
water line in Ra's Abu Fintas, 1,400 millimeters in diameter, to the water 
reservoir complex along the new Salwa Road. 


In addition to this, in the near future we will be hiring consultants for the 
construction of a water desalinization plant in the northern cart of the country 
which will produce about 100 million gallons a day in its final stages. This 
plant will supply the towne and villages of Watar with water, some of its produc- 
tion will go to the city of Doha, and it will supply water for industrial and 
agricultural purposes which may arise in the northern part of the country in the 
future. The Water Management Division has also completed a detailed study 
concerning hiring consultants to study the possibility of storing the excess 
water from this desalinization plant in a ground-water basin. 
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[Question) Do you have any final words for us? 


lAnewer] The Water Management Division aske ite fellow-citisens and consumers 
to nOt waste water, not carelessly leave their faucets running, and not let 


their water tanke overflow.

OTRAG OFFERS ROCKETS TESTED IN LIBYA 
Tel Aviv YEDIL'OT AHARONOT in Hebrew 22 Mar 81 pp 3, 6 


[Cable from Avi'ezer Golan, New York correspondent: “German Company Offers 
Saudi Arabia Rockets Tested Thies Month in Libyan Desert") 


[Text] The West German scientific-industrial company, OTRAG, with which are 
connected a number of the larger manufacturing enterprises of G ay, is 
secretly engaged at a remote desert site on the Sahara border, within Libyan 
boundaries, in the development of a ground-to-ground missile which will be 
capable of carrying a particularly heavy payload of several tons--apparently a 
nuclear bomb. 


This was revealed by an investigative program which was broadcast on the American 
television network NBC. 


The person conducting the study, the newsman Tony Van Witson, related that the 
German company was established in 1975. Van Witson reported that he was unable 
to determine whether the company was established from the start in order to 
engage in development of military equipment far from the overseeing eye of the 
government, or whether at its inception the income tax of the investors in the 
company was designed only to solve tax shelter problems for the rich. In any 
event, ite managers, Lutz Kaiser and Frank Wakasch “related to the assignment 
with a great deal of seriousness." 


They concentrated a number of scientists, among them those who had worked with 
Prof Werner von Braun for Hitler (von Braun, who died a year ago, was the 
inventor of the V-1 and V-2 rockets with which the Nazis pounded London, and 
after the war moved to the United States, where he was considered to be "the 
father of the spacecraft" of America). 


Afterwards the German company obtained a permit from Mobutu, president of Zaire, 
over an area of about 40,000 square kilometers, an area which constituted a kind 


of “autonomous state." Only President Mobutu himself was permitted to enter 


there without a special permit from the OTRAG Company. 


According to the allegation of newsman Van Witson--the promised quid pro quo was: 
an annual payment of $50 million beginning in 1980. 




















In 1977, the first experimental dispatch of a rocket manufactured by OTRAG took 
place. Rumors about the mysterious experiments in the jungle began to spread, 
and those particularly worried by them were the Russians. They had not for- 
gotten that after World War I, when Germans were forbidden to develop armaments, 
they had engaged in this kind of development in secret in other countries, in 
Spain os well as in the Soviet Union. 


When Premier Leonid Brezhnev visited Bonn in 1978, he raised the question of 
OTRAG, and in order to convince him that the government of Bonn was not involved 
in the matter, Chancellor Helmut Schmidt exerted pressure on Mobutu, who then 
cancelled the company's permit. However, owners of the German company did not 
say die, and within a short time found an alternative solution, they entered 
into discussions with the leader of Libya, Mu'ammar Qadhdhafi, who granted them 
the desert base in his country. And on 1 March this year, the first rocket 
experiment was carried out. Qadhdhafi does not meed the millions of OTRAG. 
Despite this, it is no secret that he is prepared to invest a great deal in the 
development of “the Muslim nuclear bomb," in Pakistan, and it is decidedly to be 
assumed that he is also prepared to invest in a vehicle to carry the bomb. 


As proof of the military character of the development work of OTRAG, two documents 
were displayed on the American television program. One, a copy of the contract 
between OTRAG and the Government of Syria, according to which the German company 
will develop and build for Syria rockets of a range of 100 miles (160 kilometers). 
For some reason the transaction was never signed. 


The second document tells about the person who was the commander of land forces 
of West Germany, General West, who after resigning from his duties--traveled to 
Saudi Arabia, and in the name of a company called AMIEPLAN proposed to the Saudis 
tc uild for them a rocket system which will be manufactured on the basis of 
kno. ‘dge in possession of the OTRAG company. 


When Tony Van Witson appeared in the offices of OTRAG, the general manager, Frank 
Wakasch, refuse@ to examine the documents--but declared them forgeries, and that 
the meeting between General West and the chief of Saudi Intelligence never took 
place. 


Despite this, a spokesman for the large Telefunken Company admitted that the 
meeting between West and the head of Saudi Intelligence did in fact take place. 
and he added that a representative of Telefunken participated in it. Aside from 
television receivers, Telefunken also manufactures electronic equipment for 
rocket guidance. The spokesman stressed, however, that his company withdrew 
from the project immediately after that meeting between West and the Saudis. 


Another large German company which manufactures components for sophisticated 
armament., whose representative participated in that meeting--is the well known 
Doehl Company. 


Van Vitson interviewed Mu'ammar Qadhdhafi also, who denied categorically that 
OTRAG is engaged in development of equipment of a military nature. He insisted 
that the activity of this German company is “within the area of pure science." 











Van Witeon closed his report with the statement that all of these details have 
been known to the German Government which prefers to look the other way. How 
ever, after particularly sharp protests from the governments of Egypt and 
Morocco~~following a rocket experiment early this month, it is now anticipated 
that steps will be taken by the West German Government against OTRAG,

Many trainees and students in all scientific and technical fields have already 
finished their studies, and many others are still receiving their training and are 
pursuing their studies, paid for by ADNOC and under ADNOC's supervision, whether 
at the Training and Development Center or at the 

country, or at universities and higher technical 
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I. Training 


1. ADNOC established the Training and Development Center in order to provide 


professional training and development to correspond to the company's plans and 
requirements in terms of specializations and skilled labor. 

















The center began ite training programa when it was iraugurated on 18 November 19786, 
after the center had been provided with a faculty and the necessary equipment and 
facilities. ADNOC concluded 4 contract with an international consultant firm in 
the field of training and education which specialises in setting up and conducting 
wodern training programe. The center's training programs began with a class of 
trainees who were citizens of the UAE and of other Arab countries. These trainees 
had been assigned to the workshops of the salt and chlorine plant and theoretical 
and practical programs had been organized for them both in the center and abroad. 
A large number of them were sent to Burope and to Kuwait to finish their training 
in similar plante. 


The fact is that the training programs, all of which are technical programs con- 
cerned with the petroleum industry, function according to exact requirements. 

The students receive theoretical training ‘neide the classroom of the center and 
then they receive their training in the field at industrial installations which, 
to a certain degree, are like the industrial unite where they will be working 
after they complete their training. Students have aleo begun to receive training 
in the technical unite of the Umm al-Nar refinery, the Water and Electricity De- 
partment, and in similar technical unite on the island of Das. The objective of 
this approach is to gradually introduce the trainees to the various petroleum in- 
dustries eo that they can become acquainted with the indus*rial environment and 
learn to get along there. 


The first course lasted 2 academic years. On 30 September 1980 61 trainees grad- 
uated from the program. All of them then started working at the salt and chlorine 
plant which had been set up on island of Umm al-Nar and which began ite experi- 
mental operation on the very next day after their training course had ended, that 
is, on 1 October 1980. Then the Training and Development Center received a second 
group of trainees who started studying in the center's second course which began 
in September of 1979. There was a total of 91 students in this class, 7/6 of whom 
had been chosen to study in the first program--in which they would learn about the 
technology connected with the petroleum industry. Their course of study is 2 
years. During the first year they learn general knowledge. But in the second 
year the students are assigned specializations to study and they begin to be 
trained in the operation of plants, refineries, precicion machinery, and mechan- 
ical processes. The students are selected for each specialization in accordance 
with particular specifications that are kept in mind by the center. 


There is also a second program which has to do with studying science and technol- 
ogy. This program begins 6 months after the start of the first program. The stu- 
dents in the second program are selected from among the native UAE students who 
enrolled in the first program. This second program lasts 18 months. After com- 
pleting this program, some of the students are sent to American universities in 
order to pursue advanced training there. There is also a third program where 
students study administration and commerce. Fifteen students have entered this 
program, which goes on for 2 academic years, and after they complete this program 
they will join the company and perform appropriate administrative functions. 


In September of 1980 the center received its third group of trainees. This new 
group includes 130 trainees who will be in the first program where they will 
learn about the technology connected with the petroleum industry. This is the 
same course of study and the same group of specializations which were pursued by 
the first group of students at the center who were in this program. 
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Starting with the academic year which will begin in the fall of 1982, the center 
expects to have new classrooms and boarding student facilities. It will thus be 
able to accept and train more than 650 students, and this means that its training 
capacity will be doubled. The fact is that the petroleum companies which are work~ 
ing in the field of o11 and gas have already begun to benefit from this center 
since these companies have started sending considerable numbers of people to the 
center to receive technical training. These companies include the Gas Liquefaction 
Co., ZADCO, ADCO [the Abu Dhabi Co. for Onshore Petroleum Operations), and other 
oil companies which will be benefiting from this center ii, tiie near future. 


As one can see, the company policy is based on expanding training. It is also 
based on raising the qualifications of those who work for it by means of organiz- 
ing training classes for them at the center so that they can raise their level of 
work performance. This center also has several evening courses for learning 
English and some other courses for learning typing and secretarial skills. These 
Classes will be going on all the time. 





One thing that should be mentioned is that the student trainees receive a monthly 
stipend. The company also provides them with suitable housing and with the means 
of transportation which they require. In addition to this, the center administra- 
tion provides and organizes various cultural, social, and athletic activities for 
the students. ‘ 

2. Training in refinery work. When the Umm al-Nar refinery was opened, it 
started a center for training UAE personnel in the operation of oil refineries. 
The purpose of thig is to train competent UAE personnel who will specialize in 
this area of the oil industry and will be capable of keeping refinery operations 
going. Then they will gradually take over supervisory responsibilities and will 
proceed to the stage of engaging in total actual supervision [of refinery opera- 
tions) and will play the leading role in both the technical and administrative 
divisions. 


Already about 330 trainees have completed training both inside and outside the 
refinery. 


While the refinery was being constructed, about 80 UAE citizens were hired and sent 
to training courses at both the al-Zarqa' refinery in Jordan and the al-'Amiriyah 
refinery in Alexandria which belongs to the Nasr Petroleum Co. When they returned, 
they continued their job training. Of this group of students, the outstanding 
ones were sent to British universities for further training. Right now there are 
25 such company employees who are pursuing studies to receive academic degrees in 
the various branches of engineering. 


Also, two courses were started inside the refinery which included 22 UAE citizens 
who were trained in the operation of refinery installations, the laboratory, and 
in the various branches of maintenance. 


The refinery has also organized four courses for a group of 160 UAE citizens and 
[other] Arabs who are being trained in operating the refinery installations, in 
production, in operating the laboratory, in mechanical and electrical maintenance, 
in operating precision equipment, and in fire-fighting and safety. 
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Lately the refinery has organized a special course for low-level UAE labor person~ 
nel in order to train and qualify them for jobs of limited responsibility. The 
course includes the basic principles of science, arithmetic, unite of measurement, 
refinery equipment, and English. A total of 12 employees are participating in this 
course. 


In addition to all of this, the refinery has undertaken to train a>out 50 UAE and 
[other] Arab engineers in various engineering fields, has provided continuation 
training for them, and has given them technical and administration courses in order 
to qualify them to occupy supervisory positions. 


The company has spent what is necessary in order to supply the training center 
with the most modern equipment. It bought an advanced electronic training apparat- 
us known as a “simulator” for the purpose of giving refinery operations and main- 
tenance employees training and further developing their skills in the methods of 
controlling refinery operations and processes. Study at the training institute is 
based on the use of audio-visual aids, slides, movie projectors, and models which 
show enlarged sections of the various equipment and installations used in refining 


processes. 


Furthermore, booklets have been printed to go along with the training programs 
and employees are provided with what they need in terms of books, sources, publi- 
cations, and journals in the various professions and scientific specializations. 


II. University Study Missions 


ADNOC is particularly concerned with sending its UAE students to foreign universi- 
ties and institutions to receive their academic training. A total of 63 students 
have been sent to American universities on study missions, and they are at 13 
different universities. Most of them have specialized in various fields of engin- 
eering, particularly petroleum engineering, electrical engineering, mechanical en- 
gineering, architecture, geology, and industrial engineering. In addition to 
this, some students have specialized in business administration and economics. 


This specialization usually takes place after the completion of a course in Eng- 
lish which the students receive at the same university which they are going to 
enroll in. Already 13 students have graduated from this program, and they have 
started working with ADNOC. The others--a total of 50 students--are eagerly 
pursuing their various stages of studies, especially since they receive encourage- 
ment from those who are in charge of the company. The students who are sent at 
ADNOC company expense to study at these places enjoy special advantages. This 

hes particularly been true after the company opened its own office in the American 
state of Indiana from which it helps the students to enroll in the universities and 
engages in constant and direct supervision of them. The person in charge of this 
office travels around to see the students in the locations where they are studying 
in order to make sure that their personal situations are good and that they are 
maintaining their academic levels. The company also attempts to reconcile its 
various needs with the inclinations of the students so that the students are not 
forced to study material which dees not suit their inclinations. Also, the com 
pany gives students who do well a sufficiently high incentive payment in order to 
encourage them to be serious and diligent in pursuit of their academic education. 
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Furthermore, the company provides free medical service at ite own expense. in 
addition to all of this, the company pays all of the students’ tuition expenses. 


There is another field in which ADNOC participates--local university education. 
The company has awarded seven of ite UAE employees study grante under which they 
enroll in the UAE University and receive their full salaries during the time that 
they are studying there. 


In view of the importance of computers in our modern age, . since they have !- 
come indispensable in large companies in all areas of their operations, ADNOC has 
felt it necessary to have some of its UAE employees trained to use the computer 
which was recently brought in for the company to use. For this reason, the company 
sent ten UAE students to Britain in order to have them study computers (program- 
ming/operation). The length of the course is 16 months. Eight of them have al- 
ready finished this course of study and have returned and received jobs in ADNOC's 
Computer Division. The two other students are, of course, in the process of com- 
pleting their study progran.

DIALOGUE ON PUBLIC EMPLOYEES' STRIKE UPGED

Dialogue" |] 


[Text] The strike by government ministry and department employees requires a 

calm and patient pause. First of all, a pause for constructive dialogue and debate 
without tension with justice for the strikers and no “embarrasement" for any 
official. 


A constructive dialogue is just for both parties at all times. The dialogue 

we are requesting is dialogue among the homeland's sons who should have relations 
based on cooperation achieved through open doors that will not be closed in the 
face of any request however controversial it might be. 


The pause for the required dialogue should have been taken at the first hint of 
the strike because the employees felt cheated when their salary increases were 
canceled and replaced »v food subsidies. 


The employee does not share the economists’ views. Rather, he feels the living 
circumstances around him. Thus the strike expanded to involve one department after 
another until very necessary general services were included. 


It would have been easy to prevent things from going so far by opening the door 
to dialogue before the strike took place and before silence prevailed around the 
strike. Silence does not solve any problems, not does it convince anyone. It 
neither restores a right nor saves one from any dilemma. 


Were the strikers hasty in their request? Should they have discussed their requests 
with officials first? This is part of the dialogue. We must not forget that the 
employees had their opinions on subsidies and salary increases. Perhaps their 
opinions did not go through the proper channels. 


The likely fault is that 3 days passed by on what was going on as if the matter 
were taking place in another far-off country of no concern to the homeland, its 
sons, the disrupted services or the frustrated hopes. 
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The homeland's employees adopted this stand out of their deep commitment to the 
homeland. They are a vital part of it. They give to it generously and expect 
something in return. “hat is what they felt, and such a commitment or sense of 
belonging removes any doubt about efforts to "embarrase" officials. It looks like 
sons who are shouting at their fathers. 


What is important is to try to stop what has happened, not through silence as we 
have said, but by taking the opportunity to listen to the complaint and discuss 

it together with officials or in the newspapers. Such dialogue strengthens coopera- 
tion in our homeland and convinces all parties of what is right. Dialogue requires 
us to listen to the employees’ point of view. It is they who suffer more than 
others from continuous price increases. They are burdened with Leavy responsibilities 
and thus have the right to look for a better life. This is what they ask for 

from their country so that they can give it redoubled efforts. It would be no 
shame for the government to reconsider the decision it has made for it makes 
decisions in the interest of the citizens’ welfare. Reconsidering one decision 

in favor of a better one is also in the interest of the citizens. What is important 
is that there should be continuous dialogue through open debate that discusses 

our cares so that we can overcome anxiety and feelings of being cheated.
